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FREE FIGHT IN THE 
ROUSE OF COMMONS 


Sixteen Recalcitrant Irish Mem- 
bers Removed by Police. 








Sir Eugene Crean, Patrick McHugh and 
Others Struggle Desperately 
With the Officers. 


LONDON, March 6.—The House of Com- 
mons sat very late in Committee of Sup- 
piy, and after midnight the Right Hon. A. 
J. Balfour, the Government leader, applie1 
the closure on the education estimates. 

The Nationalists shouted ‘‘Gag! gag 
and refused to leave the House when the 
division was taken. The Chairman of 
Committees twice asked them to retire «o 
the division lobby, but they shouted, ‘ Cer- 
teinly not!*’’ Michael J. Flavin (National- 
ist, North Kerry) cried, ‘“‘I protest against 
the way all Irish votes are closured,” 

The Chairman then intimated that he 
must report the matter to the Speaker. In 
the meantime the other members had re- 
turned from the lobbies amid some uproar, 
thirty or forty Irishmen remaining in their 
seats. 

The Speaker, (the Right Hon. William 
Ccurt Gully,) having returned to the House, 
the Chairman reported the matter to him, 
The Speaker asked if the Irish members 
still refused to obey the order, and there 
were cries of <‘ Yes! yes!”’ 

Mr. Gully then named sixteen of the re-

caicitrants, and Mr. Balfour moved their 
suspension. This was agreed to without a 
division. 


The Speaker ordered the sixteen suspend- 
ed members to withdraw, but they refused 
amid great uproar. The Speaker called 
upen the Sergeant at Arms to remove them. 
They shouted defiance. The Deputy Ser- 
geant at Arms advanced and asked them to 
leave, but they still refused. 

Never before had such a scene occurred 
in the House as then followed. Sir Eugene 
Crean (member for Southeast Cork) strug- 
geled fierceiy with the attendants, who sum- 
moned the police, a dozen constables enter- 
ing the House. The Nationalists jeered at 
them. Four or five stalwart policemen 
proceeded to seize Sir Eugene, who stuck 


his legs under the seat and could not be 
moved for some minutes. 

Meanwhile other policemen were strug- 
gling and fighting with other Irishmen, 
who stood up and obstructed the passage of 
the police to Sir Eugene’s seat. The Irish 
shouted, “Don't kill him! Don’t kill the 
man!” 

The Nationalists fought and struggled 
frantically; but at length a superior force 
of police succeeded in dragging Sir Eugene 
out by the legs and arms and carrying 


him down. the floor of the House, the 
Irishmen standing and widly shouting 
**Shame!”’ “ Murderers!" ‘South African

the Speaker then called upon “Patrick A. 
Me ug North Leitrim, to retire, hut he 
defian ly refused, his compantons shouting 
approval. A strong body of twenty poliee- 
men again stormed the Irish benches. Mr. 
McHugh ‘fought, struggled with, and im- 
peded them in every way. 

Angry shouts rent the air. The benches 
below the gangway on the Opposition side 
Were a mass of mad, struggling humanity. 

veral policemen were struck with fists. 

ree fights between the police and the 
members were fairly general. 

Az Mr. McHugh was being carried out— 
his outer garments had been torn away in 
the struggle—Mr. Flavin shouted from the 
back benches, ‘‘ Nineteen policemen to re- 
move one Irishman!” and _ cries of 
“Shame!” were heard from the Opposi- 
tion benches. 

While John Cullinan (South Tipperary) 
was being removed, after struggling vio- 
lently, Patrick O'Brien excitedly appealed 
to the Speaker to ‘“‘ stop this most distress- 
ing scene.” The Speaker responded: ‘‘ The 
scene is covtane as distressing to me as 
it can be to the Irish members.” 

Mr. O’Brien—For every member on these 
benches the same scene will have to be re- 
enacted. I do appeal to you, Mr. Speaker, 
and to the leader of the House, to see if 
you will not let the matter now end and 
allow the House to adjourn. To-morrow we 
shall meet in a better and different temper. 

The 8S ker, in reply, again earnestly 
appealed to the members named to obey 
the ruling of the House, whether they 
agreed. to the course taken or not, and to 
leave the House peaceably and decently 
The response to this was cries of ‘“ No* 
No!” from the Nationalists. 

The Speaker then ordered the removal of 
the others. Amid renewed howls of execra- 
tion, the police grappled with them and car- 
ried them by arms and legs over the bench- 
es and out of the House. While A. J. Don- 
elan (East Cork)- was being removed, the 
Wationalists rase and sang ‘‘ God save Ire- 
land.”’ Mr. Flavin shouted to the Unionists, 
who sat silent in their. seats during the 
scene, “ You will be carried out of South 
Africa in the same way!” 

Mr. Flavin’s turn then came. The police 
were handling him roughly amid renewed 
cries of ‘‘ Murderers! ’’ when he exclaimed, 
oe right, I don't intend’ to hurt any- 

ody." 

Those who were removed included Pat- 
rick White, (North Meath;) William Lun- 
don, (Limerick;) William Abraham. (Cork;) 
Patrick C.. Doogan, (Bast Tyrone,) and 
James Gilhooly. est Cork.) 

There were still about fifty Irishmen re- 
maining when the committee resumed, but 
they refused to appoint any tellers for a 


division. 

. The trouble arose through Mr. Balfdur 
closuring the whole education estimates 
without giving an opportunity to discuss 
the Irish votes. 

At 1 o'clock the Speaker said: 

“The House will 1.ow resume proceedings 
in committee, and I trust that honorable 
members will now leave the House,” 

The remaining Irish members . shouted 
that they would not-go. The Chairman put 
the vote, and declared that the yeas had 
it. Amid laughter and cheers the House 
adjourned. he Nationalists jeered Mr. 
Balfour and the other Ministers as they 
left .« building. ; 

At a meeting of Irish Nationalists yes- 
terday afternoon, at which John E. Rea. 
mond presided, a resolution was passed to 
the effect that {t was inconsistent and {m- 
pre er for any member of the party to use 
nfluence, direct or inairect, to obtain Gov- 

nt situations or appointments of any 


for any person. 
t was also decided to pay to members 
unable to attend the sessions of the House 


of Commons withou a subsidy the sum of 
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£3 weekly during the session, non-attend- 
ants being fined at the rate of 15 shillings 


a day. 

The Daily Chronicle, (Liberal,) comment- 
ing on the scene in the House, says: 

“The Irishmen surpassed even their old 
worst records. The scene carries us back 
to the worst days of Parnell’s home-rule 
struggle, and must still further lessen for 
the Irish Party the sympathy that has 
long been waning.” = 

The Times declares that Pa~liament can- 
not pass over the “‘ Hooligan’’ conduct of 
the Irish members unless it is to be de- 
graded in character below the level of the 
Austrian Reichsrath. ‘Drastic punishment 
must be meted out for this offense,’’ it 
says, ‘‘ which is all the more unpardonable 
because clearly deliberate.” 


BRITISH DUTY ON SUGAR ? 


Member of the Ministry Admits it Is 
Under Discussion—Budget Like- 
ly to Provide It. 


LONDON, March 6.—‘‘ The Chancellor of 
theExchequer,”’ (Sir Michael Hicks-Beach,) 
said a prominent member of the House of 
Commons last night, ‘‘ will probably intro- 
duce a duty on sugar in the forthcoming 
budget, and will perhaps also add a coun- 
tervailing duty.” 

A member of the Ministry said: 

“I can only say that this serious depart- 
ure from England's historic principles of 
free trade is under discussion. The pro- 
visions of the budget are religiously kept 
secret until announced in the House of 
Commons, However, if sugar is not taken 
off the free list, there will be a large num- 
ber of disappointed Conservatives; on the 
other hand, the introduction of such a mo- 
tion will meet with the most fierce opposi- 
tion upon the part of the Liberals and «ll 
oid-time champions of free trade. 

“The movement in favor of such a step 
is due, first, to the almost utter decay cf 
England's refining industry; secondly, to 
the careful study of the success of Ameri- 
cau sugar under the present system, and. 
thirdly, to the dire necessity of the Govern- 
ment to raise funds by other means than 
increasing the already enormous direct tax- 
ation. 


“For some time an influential committee 
of the House of Commons has been dealing 


with the subject. After the recent contro- 
versy between Russia and the United 
States over sugar, this committee decided 
to make the matter one of debate in the 
Heuse of Commons on March 4. Mr. James 
Reid, member of the House of Commons 
from Greenock, the centre of the sugar 
refining industry, was appointed spokes- 
man, but at the last moment Mr. Balfour 
was obliged to cancel his consent, owing 
to the necessity of devoting all the House's 
time to the debate on suppi:ies.”’ 
James Reid in an inteevinw said: 
*“ Yes; a tax on sugar is practically pro- 
tection; but I see no way out of it. Indeed, 
the refiners of my constituency will not de 
Satisfied with a mere import duty, arguing 
that this will leave them little better off 
than before. What we hope to get is a 
countervailing duty which-will nullify the 
bounties afforded by France, Germany, and 
Be gium. Twenty-five years ago there 
were fourteen prosperous. refineries in 
Greenock. Now there are only four. For- 
merly the proprietors were very wealthy. 
Now they are reduced to mediocre circum- 
stances. 
“JT do not think a tax or countervailing 
duty will seriously affect American sugar. 
It is chiefly aimed at the cheap beet sug- 
ars of the Continent, which, thanks to the 
oe can undersell anything produced

“In case the United States Government 
should subsidize American vessels, I think 
their sugar cargoes would be dangerously 
near coming under our proposed counter- 
vailing duty. We are far from desirous of 
embracing the whole American policy of 
protection; but you have certainly taught 
us a lesson regarding sugar, and so long as 
the Continent insists upon subsidizing sug- 
ar to ruin our industries, we are bound to 
retaliate.” 
Evidently the Government is preparing 
the way for such a departure as the fore- 
going suggests. An editorial in The Times, 
discussing the advisabtlity of placing a 
duty on sugar, corn, and agricultural prod- 
uce in view of the fact that taxation must 
be doubled during the next three years, 
Says: ' 
“The people are tired of the theoretical 
objections to certain import duties which 
existed in the golden days of Mr. Glad- 
stone's free trade; but whether the Govern- 
ment. in spite of its enormous majority, 
will be able to break down, even as regards 
sugar alone, the principles of free trade, is 
a matter upon which its own supporters 
are inclined to be doubtful.”’

BERLIN, March 6.—In commenting on 
President McKinley’s inaugural address, 
the National Zeitung says: 

“The mere fact that the President men- 
tioned reciprocity treaties proves that there 
exists a strong liberal current.’’

CARTER MAY RETURN TO SENATE. 


Believed in Helena that He May Be 
Elected To-day or To-morrow. 
Special to The New York Times. 


HELENA, Mon., March 5.—The Legislat- 
ure, with but two more days to live, has 
been casting a fruitless daily ballot for two 
months to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of W. A. Clark last Spring. It 
is now believed by many that Thomas H. 
Carter will succeed to that unexpired four 
years’ term. He is the caucus nominee 
of the Republicans and has received their 
solid support of 32 votes. 

One member of the Legislature died yes- 
terday, and one is absent, so that Carter 
needs but fourteen additional votes to se- 
cure a majority. These will come, it is 
sald, from the independent, or Dal¥ Demo- 
erats, and dissatisfied fusionists, who feel 
that the deadlock in their ranks cannot be 
broken, and the prediction is current here 
on all sides to-night that Carter will be 
re-elected to-morrow or Thursday. 

This belief is further borne out by the 
sensational advance yesterday and to-day 
in Amalgamated and other copper stocks, 
which have heretofore been antagonized 
by Clark.

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OLD WOMAN ARANDONED 
ON CHARITIES PIE 


Left by a Nurse of the Isabella Hei- 
math, Whence She Was Taken. 








Cannot Walk or Speak English—An Of- 
ficial’s Effort to Keep the Matter 
from the Newspapers. 





A woman, sixty years old, who was un- 
able to walk more than a few feet, was, ac- 
cording to George Blair, Superintendent of 
the Outdoor Poor, brought to the Chari- 
ties Pier, on which is his officé, in a trolley 
car from the Isabella Heimath, One Hun- 
dred and Ninetieth Street and Amsterdam 
Avenue, and there left without word having 
been said to, any one connected with his 
depertment of her presence there. Able to 
speak only German, she remained on the 
pier until somebody who could understand 
her happened to see and address her. 

It was sometime in the middle of the 
afternoon when an employe in the office 
of Superintendent Blair noticed the old wo- 
man trembling on the bench. She was 


poorly dressed and her lips and hands were 
shaking. 

The clerk called a policeman detailed to 
the pier, whu spoke German. To him the 
old woman said that she had been brought 
from the Isabella Heimath, where they had 
told her they could keep her no longer. 
She had been left there, having been told 
that she must enter Bellevue. Her hus- 
band, who was a. baker, and had lived in 
Philadelphia, had deserted her there twen- 
ty years ago. Since that time she had 
sypported herself as_a domestic working 
in German families. She had had apoplexy 
and had broken two bones in her leg, and 
had been in Bellevue in October when she 
was admitted to the Isabella Heimath, 
where she had staid for four months. The 
man nurse had brought her to tne office on 
the pier and then had hurried away. 

Superintendent Blair was trying to get 
the Isabella Heimath on the_ telephone 
when a reporter for THE NEw YorK TIMES 
entered the ice and heard the Superin- 
tendent's words to Superintendent J. Will- 
jam Meyer of the up-town_ institution. 
When Mr. Blatr had gotten Mr. Meyer at 
the other end of the wire he took pains to 
repeat the remarks of the up-town Super- 
intendent, so that the reporter could make 
no mistake. Said Mr. Blair: 

“What sort of treatment do you call this 
that you have given an pld woman who 
must be eighty—what did you dump her 
here on my pier for? Oh, you say she 
wanted to come, eh? She tells us differ- 
ently. Why didn’t you notify me in the 
regular way that you had a case that you 
wanted me to take and find out whether it 
was a case that I wanted to take or not? 
Did you bring her down personally? Oh, 
you sent her down by a nurse, did you? 
Well, what did he sneak off for without 
notifying my office that she was here? 
You say she could make her wants known 
to us herself, do you? Why, man alive, 
she couldn’t speak a word of English. Now 
that she is here I suppose I must provide 
for her.”’ 

Mr. Blair put up the receiver. 

‘They say they didn’t have room for her 
up there. I consider it almost inhuman 
treatment to give a poor old woman like 
that. Why, that inst{tution is supposed to. 
be a charitable institution. It has certain 
rights and priviieges given to it on that 
account. It is exempt from certain taxa- 
tion because it Is a charity. The institution 
is one of the pest of its kind so fat: as the 
supperters of it fre conc . It's justa 
onpe- ot too. much S ntendent.”’ 

uperintendent Blair gave directions that 
the woman, who gave her name as Carolina 
Hahn, hér age as sixty, and Germany as 
her birthplace, be admitted to Bellevue, 

“‘T'll put her there for the present,” he 
decided, ‘*‘ until I can make an investiga- 
tion. But I'll know more about this later.” 

The reporter called at the Isabella 
Heimath last evening and asked to see 
Mr. Meyer, the Superintendent. A large 
man of middle age came forward, saying 
that was his name. In answer to ques- 
tions, he made this statement: 

‘“‘The woman who is entered on our books 
as Caroline Horn was admitted into our 
convalescent ward on Oct. 25 under our 
rule providing that convalescents needing 
care and rest after an acute disease or 
gurpical operation are admitted for a lim- 
ited time on the recommendation of a repu- 
table physician or the authorities of a hos- 
pital. The woman was admitted on ‘the 
recommendation of the Bellevue people. 

“It is specified that the period for which 

such patients are allowed to stay here shall 
not exceed four months. So when the four 
months were up I told her that she would 
have to go to Bellevue. She wasn’t ad- 
mitted as an inmate of the home depart- 
ment for life because there wasn’t room. 
She didn't seem to know of any friends 
o> relatives who could take care of her. 
So a nurse took her from here on an Am- 
sterdam Avenue car. I told lwr that they 
would probably send her to the Island.” 
. The Superintendent sent for Nurse Smith, 
who had taken the woman to the Charities 
pier. Smith said he had been in a hurry 
yesterday, as he had another patient to at- 
tend to in Bellevue. 

‘“*T took her down to the plier all right,”’ 
said he. ‘‘ I was in a hurry to get away, so 
1 told the woman in German to sit down 
there on a bench. I met a colored man near 
the door, and told him that I had left a 
woman there for his people to look after. 
He said she'd be looked after all right. and 
I went over to Bellevue, where I had an- 
other patient to attend to." 

“That'll do, Smith,’ said Meyer; 
can go.” ' 

Meyer followed the reporter out to the 
outer door, 

‘‘T suppose this'll be in all the papers?”

he suggested, putting his hand in his 
pocket. 
** Possibly,’’ the reporter replied, ‘‘ though 


there were not many reporters about.’’ 

“Couldn't you go to some of them and 
either see them or leave a note for them 
explaining that there's nothing in it; that 
it's all explained? I'd gladly pay your ex- 
penses.”’ 

Meyer pulled a roll of bills from his pock- 
ets and stripped off two. The reporter in- 
formed him that that was not his business, 
and advised him to use the telephone. 

‘* But they’d know you,”' Meyer persisted, 
“and you could keep it out.” 

The reporter informed him again that his 
business was getting the news and not 
carrying messages. 

But Meyer continued: 

“But you could keep it out all right. You 
won't, eh? Well, take these, anyway. I'd 
like to make you a little present for your 
trouble, and perhaps you'd happen to see 
some of the other reporters and could get 
them to keep it out.”’ 

The reporter left him still with his roll of 
bills in his hand.

for New Orleans. Cape San Antonio is 
situated at the western extremity of the 
Island of Cuba. The Iona is a steel vessel 
of 1,348 tens net. and is owned by Hers- 
kind & Co. of West Hartlepool, England.

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‘BRITISH SHIP IN PERIL. 


Steamer Camperdown, for New York 
with Sugar, Stranded on Cape 
Lookout Shoals. 


RALEIGH, N. C., March 5.—The British 
steamer Camperdown, bound for New 
York, loaded with 20,000 sacks of sugar, is 
stranded on Cape Lookout Shoals, seven 
miles from the beach. The Captain of the 
life-saving crew has made three unsuccess- 
ful attempts to board the vessel and render 
assistance, but, owing to a strong head 
current, a high sea, and southwest winds, 
he has been unable to do so. 

During the first attempt he got close 
enough to communicate with those on 
beard. The Captain of the steamer asked 
that assistance be sent him, and the Mer- 
ritt Wrecking Company of Norfolk has 
been notified. The weather has been so 
thick and hazy that the life savers have 
been unable to see or communicate with 
the Camperdown since. 

Everything indicates the total loss of the 
vessel unless the weather changes and as- 
sistance reaches her soon. 

The Camperdown is owned by C. W. Dun- 
can & Co. of Glasgow. She was 310 feet 
long and of 1,620 tons. She sailed from 
Havana Feb. 20. 


ROBBED A CLERGYMAN’S WIFE. 


Burglar Pointed a Revolver at Her and 
Took Her Watch and Money. 
Mrs. David B. Matthews, wife of the 
rector of St. John’s Episcopal Church, West 
Hoboken, had an exciting and unpleasant 
experience on Monday evening. Mr. and 
Mrs. Matthews, who have only been mar- 
ried a few months, occupy a flat at 418 Trap- 
hagen Street. The Rev. Mr. Matthews went 
out Monday evening to make a pastoral 
visit. He had been gone but a short time 
when Mrs, Matthews, who was reading in 


a rear room, heard a noise ih the parlor. 
Entering the room to ascertain the cause, 
she found heyself confronted by a middlie- 
aged man, with a‘ heavy black bearg, at- 
tired in a dark suit. As Mrs. Matthéws 
appeared the stranger leveled a revolver 
at her head. 

‘If you attempt to make an outcry,” he 
said, ‘“‘I will blow your brains out. If 
you hand me your money and what valu- 
ables you have, you will suffer no harm.”’ 

Dazed by the weapon and the thréat she 
gave the man her pocketbook, containing a 
few dollars, and her watch and chain. Then 
she fainted and remembers nothing more. 

When Rector Matthews returned he found 
his wife unconscious on the floor. He and 
Mrs. Kiely, who lives on the second floor, 
succeeded in reviving Mrs. Matthews after 
half an hour's hard work. 

‘Where is the robber?”’ 
‘“‘Is he here? Take him away. 
him toueh me.”’ 

Another half hour elapsed before Mrs. 
Matthews could tell a coherent story, and 
then there was little hope of finding the 
intruder, of whom she could give only the 
bare description detailed above. He had 
ransacked several closets and drawers, but 
had taken nothing of value except the ar- 
ticles handed him by Mrs. Matthews. 


- RAMAPO BILL DELAYED. 


Acting Republican Leader Objected to 
Having It Placed on Final Passage 
in the Assembly. 

ALBANY, March 5.—When Speaker Nixon 
handed down the Slater bill this morning, in 
the Assembly, repealing the charter of 1895 
giving the Ramapo Water Company ex- 
traordinary lleges, Mr. Morgan of Kings 
moved the bil¥’to a second reading. It was 
advanced by unanimous consent, whereupon 
Mr. Morgan moved that the bill be placed 
on final passage. To this Mr. Kelsey, who 
was acting as majority leader in the place 
of Mr. Allds, whg is sick, objected, despite 
the fact that the minority was prepared to 
cast a solid vote for its passage. 

Mr. Harburger of New York favored the 
immediate passage of the bill. Speaking for 
the minority, Mr. Harburger said tnat it 
was unjust, unwise, and impolitic to refer 
the bill to committee, and it was only done 
for the purpose of further delay.

Eighteen Horses Also Burned to Death, 
a Stable and Three 
Houses Damaged in Brooklyn. 


Destroyed, 





Two men were burned to death in a fire 
which started this morning shortly after 
midnight in the stable and warehouse 226 
Marion Street, Brooklyn. Eighteen horses 
also perished, and the fire, besides gutting 
| the building in which it started, spread so 
| rapidly that three frame cottages were 
| 





very badly damaged. 

The building in which the fire was first 
seen was occupied by Louis M. Curth, a 
stableman and owner of the warehouse. It 
was a three-story structure, 60 by 100 feet. 
In the place at the time was Joseph Mc- 
Farland, twenty-eight years old, a colored 
stableman of 2,276 Atlantic Avenue, and 
George Hull, cighteen years old, whose 
home is unknown. 

An attempt was made to get into the 
building to reach the men, but as the door 
was torn open the volume of flame and 
smoke pouring out drove back all who at- 
tempted sto enter. Efforts to remove the 
horses were unavailing, as the animals 
stampeded, rushing about the building and 
neighing in terror. : 

Three alarms were sent out. By the time 
the engines arrived the fire had spread to 
the two-story frame dwelling 224 Marion 
Street, occupied by William McCabe, and to 
No. 228, occupied by Charles Hams, and to 
131 Sumpter Street, where a man named 
Hertz lived. The firemen rushed into the 
dwellings and roused the sleeping families, 
finally getting all out with difficulty. 

Several streams were brought to 
upon the stable, but it was soon seen that 
the building could not be saved, and the 
firemen devoted their efforts to save the 
adjoining property. 

After the blaze was brought under con- 
trol an entrance into the stable was ef- 
fected and the bodies of McFarland and 
Hull were found. The origin of the fire is 
unknown. The damage was estimated at 
$20,000. 





| OPPRESSION ON THE EAST SIDE. 


The Rev. Mr. Paddock Tells How Store- 
keepers Are Forced to Pay Tribute. 
The Rev. Mr. Paddock, who figured so 

prominently in the ‘charges against and 

trial of Police Capt. Herlihy, addressed a 

meeting of young men last evening in the 

rooms of the Young Men's Club of the Old 

First Presbyterian Church, Eleventh Street 

and Fifth Avenue.

He declared that the laws and lawmakers 
of to-day, who are supposed to protect and 
elevate the lower classes, oppress and en- 
slave them instead.

Some of these shopkeepers, Mr. Faddock 
said, possessed sufficient political influence 
to secure them immunijty from arrest if 
they violated the law by keeping open on 
Sunday.

The girst 
time they did they would be arrested. en, 
while their case would be pending in co rt, 
they would be approached and told that a 
small sum of money would secure the dis- 
continuance of proceedings, and also leave 
them free to do as they pleased in the mat- 
ter of Sunday opening in the future.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., March 5.—Word 
was received here to-night announcing the 
death in San Francisco of Walter B. Stew- 
art, Jr., son of Walter E. Stewart of this 
place. Stewart arrived in San Francisco 
Feb. 28 on the transport Indiana from the 
Philippines, where for almost two years 
he had been a Second Lieutenant, attached 
to the Third Infantry. He was twenty- 
nine years old, graduated from Yale in 
1894, and from the New York Law School 
in 1896. After that year he practiced law 
in New York until appointed to the army 
by President McKinley in 1899. Percy 
Stewart, his brother, stated to-night: 

‘*‘ Last Fall my brother was detailed with 
a number of men from the Third Infantry 
to superintend the landing of horses from 
transports at a point just outside of Ma- 
nila. One day his horse threw him and he 
fell on his head among some rocks. He 
was injured so that he was taken to a hos- 
pital and kept there for two months. When 
he recovered he was detailed to the same 
work, but from advices which our family 
received from the Philippines we learn that 
he was not fully recovered and acted 
strangely for a week, owing to the injuries 
to his head, and was again sent back to the 
hospital. 

“ After a while he wre 
staid in the Philippine® @& 
Then he filed his resign....on, 
31 last received his honorable discharge 
from the service. He immediately sailed 
for the United States. On Feb. 28 I re- 
ceived a telegram announcing his arrival in 
San Francisco. Since that we have had no 
news of him, but supposed that he was on 
his way home. We had expected that he 
would arrive in Plainfield this afternoon, 
but instead got the telegram telling of his 
death. His body, of course, will be brought 
East for interment.” 

Lieut. Stewart was well known in Plain- 
field, where hé had lived all his life. Upon 
his arrival in Plainfield it was the intention 
of the members of Company K, Second 
Regiment, N. J. N. G., which was mustered 
in here a week ago, to ask him to become 
Captain, owing to his military experience 
in the Philippines.

NEW MAP OF THE STATE. 





The Board of Regents Says One Will 


Be Issued This Summer, 
Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 5.—The State, Board of 
Regents in its March bulletin speaks of a 
new map of the State now being prepared 
by the State Geologist and to be issued by 
the New York State Museum this Summer. 
In describing the map the board says: 

Though primarily intended as a base on which 
to map the geology of the State, it will be of 
great service in other ways, and for this rea- 
son part of the edition will probably be issued 
without geologic coloring. 

The last large-scale geologic map of the State, 
published in 1894 by Prof. James Hall, then State 
Geologist, was as accurate as could be issued at 
that time, but comparatively few atlas sheets 
were available, and most of its area was cov- 
ered only by county maps or road maps, often of 
the crud2st description. The new map is based 
on the atlas sheets issued conjointly by the 
United States Geological Survey and the State 
Engineer, so far as these atlas sheets have been 
surveyed. Up to the close of the field season of 
1900 25,934 square miles, or about 53 per cent. of 
the total area of the State, had been finally 
mapped by the Federal and State surveys, and 
most of the material thus published has been 
available for the compilation of the geographic 
base of the new map. Th? lakes rivers, and 
other draining features, the location of towns 
and villages, and the position and direction of 
railways and highways can thus be shown in 
much greater detall, and with a considerabiy 
higher degree of accuracy than was possible in 
the map of 1894. 

The scale of the new map will be five miles to 
the inch. For convenience in handling and to 
make it useful in atlas form, it will be issuad in 
twelve sheets, each about 18 by 21 inches in 
size. If a wall map of the entire State be de- 
sired these sheets can readily be mounted to- 
gether, the borders being so arranged that there 
will be no overlapping at the contacts. 

The State Geologist, Dr. F. J. H. Merrill, ts 
collating all the material contained in the re- 
cent maps which have been issued relative to 
New York geology, as it is intended that the 
map now in preparation shall show the results 
of the very latest researches. Special surveys 
have been made during the past two years of 
districts whose geology had not previously been 
thoroughly studied, and it ts believed that the 
n2>w map will represent @ great advance in our 
knowledge of both the geography and the geology 
of the State. 


SOLDIERS RESORT TO TORTURE. 


Extreme Cruelty Practiced by Both 
Sides in the Colombian Revolution. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 5.—According 
to V. H. Putros, a railroad man, who has 
arrived here from South America, the war 
now in progress in Colombia is character- 
ized by brutality on both sides. In the far 
interior, Putros says, the Federals, before 
being driven out, slaughtered every person 
that fell into their hands, excepting only 
a few women. 

At Chinipa a body of adherents of Maros- 
quin, while retreating, came upon an inn 
near the town and took possession of it. 
The person in command of this party was 
Meliton Zubia, who at present has charge 
of the artillery at Bogota. Theoppile 
Ortiz, the son of the owner of the inn, was 
found within and made prisoner. Having 
ascertained that the young man’s father 
was a rebel, Zubia ordered him to be tor- 
tured. 

He was finally, according to Putros, im- 
paled by his chin on a hook driven into the 
door, and his hands nailed to the sides of 
the entrance. In this way, after a series 
of struggles, he soon died. 


ADVISES YOUNG MEN TO MARRY. 


Dean O’Grady Says It Is a Mistake to 
Wait Until Late.

NEW BRUNSWICK, March 5.—At a Len- 
ten service held in St. Peter’s Roman Cath- 
olic Church here last evening Dean 
O’Grady advised the young men of his con- 
gregation to marry early.

President of the American Cotton 
Company Makes an Assignment. 








ASSETS GREATER THAN DEBTS 





Has a Considerable Amount of Unlisted 
Securities, but Could Not Realize 
and Meet Obligations. 





John E. Searles, the former Sugar Trust 
official, President of the American Cotton 
Company and a Director in many financial 
and industrial corporations, yesterday 
made an assignment for the benefit of his 
creditors to Edward F. Dwight of the law 
firm of Carter, Hughes & Dwight. At the 
Same time the announcement was ‘made 
that he had resigned from his position as 
President of the American Cotton Com- 
pany and that his resignation would be ac« 
cepted. The assignment, it is\stated, was 
made with the consent of the creditors. 

The amount of the liabilities of Mr. 
Searles could not be learned last night, as 
the assignee and Charles E. Hughes, his 
counsel, said that it was impossible to es- 
timate them. It is believed, however, that 
they will be over $1,000,000. The assets 
will, it is said, be largely in excess of the 
liabilities. 

The cause of the assingment was stated 
to be his inability to realize on a consid« 
erable amount of unlisted securities, in 
order to meet obligations maturing at this 
time. It was stated that Mr. Searles'g 
financial difficulties would not affect any 
of the companies in which he was inter« 
ested. 

Mr. Searles has been for a number of 
years a conspicuous figure in financial cir- 
cles. He came especially into public notice 
during the investigations conducted by the 
Trust Investigating Committee of the New 
York State Senate in 1897. Mr. Searles 


was at that time Treasurer of the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company, commonly 
known as the Sugar Trust, and his knowl- 
edge of the secrets of that corporation led 
to a searching examination by the Senate 
committee. Mr. Searles was on the stand 
for several weeks, but although the legis- 
lators learned a great deal about Mr. 
Searles, they learned little of his knowle 
edge of the Sugar Trust’s secrets. Through- 
our .the examination Mr. Searles main- 
tained a polite and suave manner, and 
this aptitude was ascribed by some to the 
fact that he came of a~family of ministers, 
STARTED AS MESSENGER BOY. 

John E. Searles was born in Westchester 
County in 1841. His father, after whom he 
was named, was a Methodist Episcopal 
clergyman, and when his son came into the 
world was preaching at Bedford, N, Y. The 
family came from the Bay State and were 
of excellent repute, but poor. The father's 
circumstances compelled frequent changes 
of flock. and the elementary education of 
young Searles was received at New Haven, 
Conn., where his father was pastor of St. 
John's Church, 

John E. Searles, Jr., first came to this 
city at the age of thirteen, when his father 
received a call to a church here. His start 
in life was as a messenger boy in a store. 
He was next a clerk in the hardware store 
of E. A. Cornell. He toiled through the 
drudgery of this position until he had mude 
his mark, and rendered himself all but in- 
dispensable. His worth was recognized and 
he became a partner in the New Haven 
shipping house of L. W. & P. Armstrong. 
He had married a Miss Petit, and a fort- 
une came with the union. 

His shipping firm traded with the West 
Indies, and this trade put him in touch with 
the sugar interests there. His business tact 
gave him a mastery of the trade before he 
again came to New York, seventeen years 
ago, ‘and resulted in his association with 
the Havemeyer interests and the rapid ace 
cumulation of a large fortune. 

His business sagacity was soon recoge 
nized, and after his election to the Presi- 
dency of the Western National Bank he 
was asked to enter the Directory of many 
corporations. 

He is President and Director of the 
American Typefounders’ Company, and of 
the Hyatt Roller Bearing Company; Vice 
Presidént and Director of the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis Railroad Company, Interna- 
tional Trust Company, and Union Traction 
and Electric Company; Chairman and Di- 


rector of the Baltimore, Chesapeake and 
Atlantic Railway; Secretary and Director 
of the Brooklyn Cooperage Company, Di- 


rector of the American Coffee Company, 
American Sugar Refining Company, Pre- 
ferred Accident Insurance Company, West- 
ern National Bank, Sprague Electric Com- 
pany, Terminal Warehouse Company, and 
Universal Lasting Machine Company; Trus- 
tee of the American Deposit and Loan Com- 
pany, American Surety Company, Brook- 
lyn Institute of Arts and Sciences, Equita- 
ble Life Assurance Society of the United 
States, People’s Trust Company of Brook- 
lyn, Terminal Improvement Company, and 
Mercantile Trust Company. 


INTERESTED WITH SENATOR JONES 

Of late years Mr. Searles devoted most of 
his time to the interests of the American 
Cotton Company, which owns a patent for 
packing cotton. In this he was interested 
with United States Senator James K. Jones 
of Arkansas and other prominent men. 

Mri Searles’s wealth has been estimated 
at several million dollars, of which he gave 
liberally to charity and church work. When 
the New York Avenue Methodist Church of 
Brooklyn, to which he belongs, was built 
in 1889 he contributed $40,000. His finan- 
cial standing, however, has not been ag 
high as it used to be since his retirement 
from the Sugar Trust. The announcement 
of his financial embarrassment was there- 
fore no surprise in banking circles, where 
his paper was no longer considered to be 
of an Al character. It was the general 
opinion of those who knew something about 
Mr. Searles that he had too many irons in 
the fire. 

An official of one of the down-town banks 
said yesterday that Mr. Searles had been 
pressed for ready money since last Fall. 
One of the notes which was about to ma- 
ture is said to be for $10,000. Mr. Searles 
had indorsed it for another person, and, it 
is said, he had asked for an extension, but 
it is surmised that this extension was not 
granted. 

Mr. Dwight, assignee of Mr. Searles, said 
last night: “‘I am now making a careful 
examination of Mr. Searles’s affairs, and a 
statement of his assets and liabilities will 
be prepared at once and submitted to the 
creditors. I have no other statement to 
make at present.” 

Mr. Hughes of counsel for the assignee 
said: ‘‘ The assignment of Mr. Searles was 
made for the protection of his general cred- 
itors in order that the interests of all might 
be fully protected. His assets are believed 
to be largely in excess of his liabilities, 
but include a considerable amount of un- 
listed securities which were not readily 
convertible into cash to meet obligations 
maturing at this time. Mr. Dwight. the 
assignee, is now engaged on a careful in- 
vestigation of Mr. Searles’s affairs, and is 
preparing a statement of his assets and 
liabilities, which will be submitted to the 
creditors as soon as possible. The assign- 
ment in no way affects the American Cot- 
ton Company or any other of the corpora- 
tions with which Mr. Searles is connected.” 

At the offices of the American Cotton 
Company the following statement was 
made by D. C. Ball, the Genera} Manager 
of the company: ‘Mr. Searles’s assign- 
ment does not affect the American Cotton 
Company in any way, parently or indirect- 
ly, the company’s business ae never 
been in any way connected with his pri- 
vate affairs.

CUBANS STILL UNDECIDED. 


Discussion of Senate Amendment to 
Army Bill Continues, but No 
Action Is Taken. 








HAVANA, March 5.—At the conference 
last night of the Cuban Constitutional 


Convention, many delegates favored the 
temporary suspension of the convention in 
order to allow the members, especially 
those from Santiago, Puerto Principe, and 
Santa Clara Provinces, an opportunity to 
consult the wishes of their -constituents 
regarding the Senate amendment to the 
Army Appropriation bill. 

The .amendment, which was forwarded 
by Gén. Wood, was informally discussed 
this afternoon by a large number of dele- 
gates. 

Gen. Sanguily and Sefior Aleman con- 
tended that the amendment had become 
law, and that President McKinley could do 
nothing other than enforce it. 

‘They declared that the suggestions from 
the convention had been ignored, that the 


United States Government evidently intend- 
ed to do what it pleased with Cuba, and 


‘that the only manly thing for delegates to 


do was to dissolve and let the United States 
call another convention. 

Sefior Juan Gualberto Gomez, although 
radically opposed to the amendment, said 
he did not Telieve it was the final decision 
of the United States regarding the future 
attitude of the Government toward Cuba. 

He thought the convention should discuss 
the amendment and return it to Gen. Wood 
with a careful opinion, as it was possible 
that President McKinley would call an ex- 
tra sesion of Congress in the hope of bring- 
ing about a compromise. 

A majority of the delegates favor offi- 
cial action by the convention regarding 
the amendment, and this question will be 
decided to-morrow. 


KINGS REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE 


Dady’s Friends Quarrel With the Par- 


tisans of Walter Atterbury. 

Although Michael J. Dady has declared 
that he doesn’t want to be Republican 
Commissioner of Elections for Kings Coun- 
ty, his friends quarreled for a long time 
last night with the partisans of Walter B. 
Atterbury, at a meeting of the Republican 
General Committee, held at the Johnston 
Building, in Brooklyn. 

The bill for appointing the Commissioners 
which is now awaiting the Governor's sig- 


nature provides that the General Commit- 
tees of both parties’ shal] each recommend 
the man from their respective political or- 
ganizations who is best fitted for the place, 
and the meeting last night was called by 
Atterbury as Chairman of the General 
Committee, for the purpose of ascertaining 
the sentiment on this matter. 

Col. Dady, as Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the County Committée, called 
a prior meeting of that body and passed a 
resolution recommending that the County 
Committee delegate its powers of selection 
to the Executive Committee: There was 
only one ee vote, said to be that of 
Records (Commissioner George E. Waldo. 
The resolution met with furious opposition 
in the County Committee. The resolution 
was defeated. 





ANDREW CARNEGIE REFUSED. 


Why He Declined to Give Money to a 
Church in Debt. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., March 5.—The 
Rev. Chalmers Easton, now pastor of a Re- 
.ormed church at Washington, D. C., was 
formerly pastor of a church here, and he 
tells a story of having asked Andrew Car- 
negie for money for his Washington church. 
The church wanted money for its organ 
fund, and the minister, after considerable 


trouble, succeeded in seeing Mr. Carnegie 
with a view of having the tronmaster help 
the church out. After he had presented the 
request Mr. Carnegie replied: 

“I will hot give a cent of my money to 
any church which cannot meet its busi- 
ness obligations. I am a business man, 
and conduct my charities in a_ business 
way. A church which binds itself to carry 
out enterprises and fails get no assistance 
or sympathy from me.. In fact, I think 
such practices should be denounced. I can- 
not help you. Good day.” 





CHURCH SQUABBLE AT FREEPORT. 


Baptists and Congregationalists at Log- 
gerheads Over Pastors. 

FREEPORT, L. IL, March 5,—Baptists 
and Congregationalists almost came to 
blows in St. Paul’s Chapel, at Greenwich 
Point, last night, and Constable Frank 
Cornwell had to quell several petty quar- 
rels between members of the two factions. 

The Congregationalists claim that the 
Baptists broke an agreement made last 


June, when the Congregationaliste gave 
them the privilege to worship in the build- 
ing. The preachers have been Charles LE. 
Boynton, Congregationalist, and the Rev. 
Charles Edwards, Baptist. When the Bap- 
tists voted to ask the Rev. Sherman H. 
Marcy, pastor of the Hempstead Baptist 
Church, to occupy the pulpit, the Congre- 
gationalists were aroused. They insisted 
that the Rev. Mr. Edwards should not be 
replaced. 

The Congregationalists had a meeting 
last night, and about two dozen Baptists 
who were present clamored for recogni- 
tion. They did not get it. Arguments and 
quarreling followed ‘until midnight, when 
the light in the chapel was turned off and 
the members groped their way out. 

As the situation now stands, the Con- 
gregationalists own the church, but the 
Baptists have five of the nine members of 
the Board of Trustees, and a fight for the 
transfer of the building to the Baptists 
seems likely.

Banquet in Celebration of the Rising of 
1867. 


In celebration of the thirty-fourth anni- 
versary of the rising of March 5, 1867, the 
Irish Revolutionary Brotherhood Veterans 
held a banquet in the Sturtevant House last 
night.

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MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY 
DELAYS BOND ISSUES 


Appropriation for Brooklyn Water 
Supply Voted Down. 








Rapid Transit Plans Delayed—Ex-Mayor 
Gleason Thunders Against the New 
Map of Queens County. 





The Municipal Assembly met yesterday, 
and there was enough excitement to please 
the spectators. Ex-Mayor Patrick J. 
Gleason of ‘“ battle-axe’’ notoriety de- 
manded, as a former Mayor of Long Isl- 
and City, to be heard dn the floor of the 
Board of Aldermen. His right was denied, 
but he insisted until the clause of the char- 
ter was shown him providing that,-as the 
ex-Mayor of Long Island City, he had the 
right to speak in the Municipal Council, 
but not in the Board of Aldermen. 

Before the meeting of the Council, clerks 
for the law firm of which District Attor- 
ney Philbin is a member were busy serv- 
ing an order to show cause why the Coun- 
cilmen should not be compelled to vote for 
a bond issue for $2,250,000 for the new Hail 
of Records or be punished for contempt of 
court. 

When the matter was called up at the 
meeting, Councilman Stewart M. Brice 
safd: 

*“‘T have been fighting for a year and a 
half against the imposition of a fine of 
$100 on a Hall of Records bond issue. I 
intend to fight the matter, if I never do 
another thing all my lifetime. I was 
fined for doing just what the Supreme 
Court ordered me to do. The Supreme 
Court ordered me to vote for a bond issue 
for the Hall of Records, and I did so at 
every meeting I attended of this Council. 
For doing my duty I was ordered to be 
fined $100. I will not vote in favor of this 
bond issue until I see what happens to me 
on Friday in the Supreme Court for doing 
what the court ordered me to do.” 

This speech of Councilman Brice sur- 
prised the other members. It was thought 
at first that Councilman Brice was again 
putting himself in contempt of court. The 
vote was 15 in the affirmative and 2 in 
the negative; the bond issue failed of ap- 
proval because the necessary twenty-two 
votes had not been cast in the affirmative. 

The Council continued the “ hold-up” 
of rapid transit plans. There was to have 
been a hearing before the .Committee on 
Bridges and Tunnels, consisting of Chair- 
man John Oakley and Councilmen Hester, 
Hart, Conly, Francisco, Cassidy, and Hy- 
land, previous to the regular meeting of 
the board. The plans for the eight-mill- 
ion-dollar extension of the rapid transit 
tunnel to Brooklyn were to have been ap- 
proved and signed, and thus reported to 
the Council for action. Chairman Oakley 
did not attend the meeting, Councilman 
Hyland is said to be opposed to the Brook- 


lyn rapid transit plan, but all the other 
members of the committee are reported to 
be ready to force the matter through. No ac- 
tion was taken, and the four weeks’ time 
limit during which the Council can act ex- 
pires next week. There is other rapid 
transit legislation which is being delayed 
by the Municipal Assembly, but none of 
the members will explain his secret an- 
tagonism to the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion or the contractor. The Rapid Tran- 
sit Commissioners may have to apply to 
the courts for a mandamus to force the 
hand of the Municipal Assembly. 

The ‘‘ hold-up” of bond issues for im- 
rovements to the water supply system of 

rooklyn and the Bronx is also causing 
Commissioner Dalton and Engineer Bird- 
sall of the Water Supply Department much 
worry. Engineer Birdsall appeared at the 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen yester- 
day and tried to induce the members to 
vote in favor of a bond issue for $100,000 
to build a brick house. over the pumps now 
used: near Jerome Park to give the Bronx 
district increased water supply. The mat- 
ter was referred back to the Committee 
on Water Supply to have a maximum of 
$100,000 fixed for the house. There are 
bond issues for $4,000,000 now being de- 
layed in the Municipal aoa & An at- 
tempt was made to approve a bond issue 
of $1,800,000 for improving Brooklyn's 
water supply, but the members of the 
Council absented themselves temporarily 
from the Council chamber and the issue 
was voted down. 

The principal fight in the Board of Al- 
dermen was over the new map of Queens 
County, the adoption of which has been 
contested for two months. When the mat- 


ter was called up, ex-Mayor Patrick J. 
Gleason of Long Island City advanced 
down the aisle of the room. He shook 


his finger in the air, and when within a 
few steps of the President's rostrum he 
stopped, 

“I move that Mayor Gleason be given 
the privilege of the floor,’’ said Alderman 
Byrnes of Brooklyn. 

The Tammany Aldermen who are seek- 
ing to have the new map adopted held 
consultations, 

“IT do not desire the privilege of the 
floor. I have a right to speak here, and I 
intend to,'’’ said ex-Mayor Gleason, glaring 
at the Tamamny members. 

There was excitement for a few seconds, 
while ex-Mayor Gleason started to speak 
in denunciatory terms of the proposed map 
of Queens County. 

Alderman Dowling finally came forward 
with a copy of the Greater New York 
charter. He said: 

“YT want to show that Mr. Gleason has 
no right to ‘speak here.”’ 

“T have a right, and I intend to speak,”’ 
roared Mr. Gleason. 

The Tammany members decided that he 
should be allowed to make a speech any- 
way. The ex-Mayor said in his speech 
denouncing the map of Queens County: 

“I never intended to force myself on 
this board without permission. I am sur- 
prised that the members should look at 
the matter in that way. This company— 
the Calvary Cemetery Company—has got 
ail that it is entitled to. It was entitled 
to 250 acres of land by purchase in Queens 
County; and it now has taken 300 acres, 
and with the propery it will get if this 
map is adopted it will make its holdings 
334 acres. This map erences’ to close 
Bradley Avenue, which has been an open 
thoroughfare for 100 years and is the only 
outlet from Long Island City to Brooklyn. 
It is an injustice ‘to the people. Why, this 
map gives to the gas company two miles 
of water front. What does the city get 
for this property?”

Board of Aldermen Passes a Resolution 
Providing for Protective Walls 
at Manhattan End. 


The following resolution providing for a 
shelter for passengers at the New York en- 
trance to the Brooklyn Bridge was passed 


unanimously by the Board of Aldermen 


yesterday: 


Whereas, In its present condition the Manhat- 
tan entrance to the Brooklyn Bridge is a menace 
to the public health, and . 

Whereas, The storms of the late Winter and 
the boisterous winds of March, which bring dis- 
eabe and death in thelr train, are now to be an- 
ticipated, and 

Whereas, Thousands of the people of the re- 
spective boroughs of the Greater New York are 





compelled daily, by the nature of their business 
or other necessity, to use the trolley cars of the 
bridge while traveling to and fro between the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and Brooklyn, and 

Whereas, Men, women, and children, the old 
and the young, many of whom are decrepit. 
weak, and infirm and are Mable through expo- 
sure to the elements to contract violent colds, 
pneumonia, the grip, and other death-dealing 
diseases, are compelled under present conditions 
to wait for their respective trolley cars in an un- 
protected area of space which serves as a funnel 
for the freezing winds and icy blasts and are 
wholly unprotected from the snow, the rain, and 
the storms that sweep through the entrance to 
the bridge at all seasons of the year, be it 

Resolved by the Municipal Assembly, That the 
Commissioner of Bridges be, and he hereby is, 
requested to provide suitable and adequate shel- 
ter at the Manhattan entrance of the Brooklyn 
Bridge for the protection of the traveling public. 

Alderman Downing, the originator of the 
resolution, said: 

“A shelter at the entrance of the bridge 
has been a long-felt want. Commissioner 
of Bridges Shea has given me to understand 
that if the measure passes the Municipal 
Assembly he will at once take steps to be- 
gin the construction of the proposed pro- 
tective walls at this end of the bridge.’

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THE NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


State Senate’s Close Vote on the North 
German Lioyd Company’s Re- 
quest for Riparian Rights. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 6.—The Senate 


‘had its closest vote of the session to-night 


on Assemblyman Marks’s bill to permit the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Company 
to swing its ships in front of one of Hobo- 
ken’'s parks along the river front. The bill 
was advocated by Senator Hudspeth, who 
spoke of the great advantage this steam- 
Ship company was to Hoboken in a com- 
mercial way. Senator Reed, the Republican 
leader, opposed the measure, and said it 
was giving the company free the use of 
riparian rights and that it was shutting off 
a river view from a public park. 

Upon a roll call there was one vote short 
of the necessary eleven to pass the bill. 
Several. members refrained from voting. 


The absentees were called for, and for sev- 
eral minutes the names of those not voting 
were called and recalled until Senator Cor- 
nish voted ‘‘ Yea’ and the bill passed with 
a bare majority. 

A companion bill giving this steamship 

company power to vacate the river end of 
Third Street im Hoboken was also opposed 
by Senator Reed, and only eight affirma- 
tive votes could be secured. Mr. Hudspeth 
called for the absentees again, and after 
their names had been once called President 
Pitney directed the suspension of the roll 
eall and announced the result. Mr. Hud- 
speth objected to the ruling of the Chair 
and offered a motion to reconsider, which 
was laid on the table. This will permit the 
bringing up of the bill again to-morrow. 
_ Senator Stokes (Republican, of Cumber- 
iand) introduced a concurrent resolution for 
a Constitutional amendment dividing the 
counties into Assembly districts. 

In the House to-night Mr. Abbott (Demo- 
crat, of Hudson) cndeavored to have taken 
from the Girls’ Industrial School Commis- 
sion the report of the special committee 
that investigated the management of the 
school about a year ago. Mr. Abbott also 
sought to have the Committee on Revision 
of Laws be relieved of further considera- 
tion of his resolution advocating the elec- 
tion of United States Senators J popular 
vote. Both of Mr. Abbott's motions were 
tabled at the instance of Mr. Lewis, the Re- 
publican leader. 


VERDICT FOR $5,000 REDUCED. 





Justice Gaynor Says It Is Excessive and 
Cuts It to $500. 


Rendering a decision yesterday, in which 
he reduced the sum obtained in a verdict 
against the Brooklyn Heights Railroad 
Company, Justice Ga¥nor said some severe 
things of the conditions that prevail on 
Brooklyn trofley cars generally. 

The action had been brought by Lottie 
Crocker against the company for personal 
injuries sustained in a collision between 
a car in which the plaintiff was riding and 
a cart ahead. The jury had rendered a 


verdict of $5,000 for the plaintiff. A mo- 
tion was made by the defendant company 
to set aside the verdict on the ground that 
it was an excessive one, and that the jury 
was prejudiced, 

Justice Gaynor said: 


The verdict for $5,000 is excessive. I do not 
see how the jury came to render it. That jury- 
men are prejudiced against this railroad company 
on account of the way they are treated by it I, 
of course, well know from hearing them exam- 
ined from day to day. But the do allow such 
prejudices to influence them. 


Justice Gaynor then se’d that he would 
set aside the verdict unless the plaintiff 
agreed to accept $500. This was agreed to, 
and the order was settled accordingly.

ASKS FOR CHANGES 








IN THE BANKING LAWS 


Superintendent Kilburn Makes Re- 


quest of the ‘Legislature. 





Says the Step Is Necessary in Order to 
Control National Guilding and 
Loan Associations. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 5.-—State Superintend- 
ent of Banks F. D. Kilburn, in his report 
to the Legislature relative to building and 
loan and co-operative savings and loan as- 
‘sociations, condemns the so-called “ Na- 
tional’’ associations, and asks that the 
banking laws be amended so as to place 


them under the supervision of his depart- | 


ment and prohibit speculative invesiments 
and impairment of capital through the pay- 


ment of large salaries. The words ‘“ Na-. 
tional ’’ and “local,"’ he says, are not 


clearly defined by the statutes, and while 
they convey a comparatively clear idea tu 
those o®nversant with their operations, 
their significance varies more or less from 
year to year, according to the changing 
methods of the corporations themselves. 
Of this matter he says: 


The. name ‘national 's was originally applied 
te certain associations because their loaning ter- 
ritory was unrestricted and their investments 
made in several! States where, as their managers 
claimed, higher rates of interest and larger 
premiums could be obtained. These associations 
ag at first organized usually impaired the stock 
payments of members as soon as made by deduc- 
tions therefrom, which were used in the pay- 
ment of officers’ salaries and other expenses. 
They necessarily employed large numbers of 
agents, who traveled over the country at great 
expense, attracting the attention of investors 
and soliciting subscriptions -for stock, and also 
engaged to some extent in placing loans, and a 
large number of salaried officers and clerks. 

In these later years, they are quite frequently 
engaged in doing business upon what ta known 
as the divided or second mortgage plan, and 
sometimes speculate in real estate, it being 
necessary, in order to pay salaries and expenses 
and still have carnings from which dividends 
may be declared, for the officers to devise some 


means of making large profits, even if the 
principal itself is placed at risk. 
The local associations, on the contrary, con- 


fine their loans to a comparative small terri- 
tory in their own neighborhood. They do not 
employ soliciting agents, nor a large force of 
salaried employes, As a result of improvement in 
the methods of some associations heretofore 
classified as nationals, the diversity of methods, 
and the lack of exact definition, 
ficult to make a ciassification of these 
Porations which is not open to criticism. Some 
of the associations clarsified as nationals have 
only a few of the characteristics which I have 
Mentioned, and might, with almost equal fair- 
mess, be included with the local associations. 


Treating of the supervision of such asso- 
ciations Mr. Kilburn says, in part: 


During the past year a great change has taken 
Eee in the powers 6f supervision which may 
exercised over such corporations as defined 
and determined by the decisions of the courts. 
Under these decisions, I was advised that it 
Was necessary for me to furnish atrict legal 
proof, not only of insolvency, but of actual 
misconduct. This, owing to the great differences 
of opinion that may honestly prevail, even 
among experts, as to the actual. cash value of 
real estate, to the lack of legal restrictions*upon 
investments and to the opportunities for con- 
cealment atforded where an association is doing 
business in many States and through various 
constantly changing agents, it was almost im- 
possible to obtain. 

During the last few years, the articles of asso- 
ciation and business methods of at least fifteen 
local associations have been completely changed 
£0 as to legalize some of the worst practices of 
the older national associations, and authorize, 
under existing laws, investments of the midst 
speculative character; and it is not probable 
that even under the decisions rendered the mere 
opinion of the Superintendent of Banks es to the 
Gafety and expediency of investments authorized 
by statute and by the articles of association 
would be deemed sufficient grounds for the dis- 
solution of a corporation, unless the results of 
such investments had been sufficiently shown 
by experience to form a basis for that opinion. 
These reorganized associations are now obtaining 
numerous «shareholders by the same unscrupu- 
lous méans as some of their predecessors, and 
their operations are accompanied by the same

ARGUE: AGAINST THE 
TAX ON CORPORATIONS 


New Yorkers Attack One of Gov. 
Odell’s Revenue Measures. 


















Say that Bill Is Unfair and Would 
Drive Corporations from 
the State. 





ALBANY, March 5.—The joint Commit- 
tees on Taxation of the Senate and Assem- 
bly gave a hearing to-day on the General 
Corporation Tax bill, the fourth of Gov. 
Odell’s propositions. There was much op- 
position to the bills from various corpora- 
tion attorneys. 

The bill includes all classes of corpor- 
ations except banks, savings banks, insti- 

| tutions for savings, title guaranty, insur- 
ance or surety corporations, elevated rail- 
roads or railroads not operated by steam, 
water, or gas, steam heating and electric 
light and power companies, liable for as- 
; Sessment under Sections 185 and 186 of 

Chapter 908, Laws of New York, 1896. 
; It provides that all domestic corporations 
liable for the tax shall be assessed upon 
the authorized capital stock, no matter 
; Whether the same is issued or not issued, 
; ho matter whether the issued capital stock 

is wholly employed in the State of New 
York, or employed outside of the State of 

New York. It also provides that foreign 
| corporations doing business in the State 
| of New York shall be taxed only on that 
| portion of the capital stock employed in 
the State of New York, computed upon a 
proportionate basis. 

It a domestic corporation does not make 

or declare any dividend, the capital stock 
S assessed at 14 mills, the same as if it 
ad deciared a dividend of 5 per cent. Sec- 
ion 19% of Chapter 908, Laws of 1806, al- 
owing corporations that have not declared 
a dividend or dividends below 6 per cent. 
to have the stock appraised, is repealed. 
_ Charles E. Kilmer, representing a num- 
ber of domestic corporations, argued 
against the bill. He declared that since 
the enactment, in 1896, of what is known 
as the * Organization Tax law,’’ every kind 
and class of corporation or association or- 
ganized or chartered within the State has 
had to pay a tax for tne privilege of or- 
ganization, which is nothing more than a 
license paid for the privilege of issuing a 
certain amount of stock. The basis of 
computation is the authorized capital, and 
the rate is one-eighth of 1 per cent. 

“The bill under discussion,’’ Mr. Kilmer

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continued,’ imposing as it does a tax on 
‘capital stock,’ is in many features nearly 
j identical with the original law of 1880, 


j; Which was, when put in operation, found 
to be impracticable in that its terms were 
harsh and unreasonable—indeed, its very 
constitutionality was attacked—and upon 
the advice of the then Controller and At- 
torney General the main feature, the tax 
on ‘capital stock,’ was changed to a tax 
on ‘corporate franchise or business,’ with 
other amendments. It is a long step back- 
ward for us in 1901 to seek to re-enact a 
law which proved so inoperative twenty 
years ago that there are to this day taxes 
assessed in 1880 against certain corpora- 
tions standing unpaid on the books of the 
Controller because of that official's inabil- 
ity to collect the same by reason of in- 
herent defects in the law itself. 

‘* But there are other points of view from 
which this bill should be considered, and 
one of them is the inadvisability of enact- 
ing a law which will serve as a deterrent 
to the organization in this State of new 
corporations. It has always been the pol- 
icy of the State of New York to foster the 
organization and growth of manufacturing 
companies, and it is my contention that 
such corporations should be treated liber- 
ally and fairly, and I do not know of any 
corporation that is not willing to pay any 





' reasonable, fair, and just tax that may be 


imposed upon it. 

“The present law could be amended so 
as to remedy the defects and inequalities 
that have been found to exist in prior 
enactments, and make the same more per- 
fect and complete as a taxing system, but 
if this bill must become a law. then before 
its final passage there should be some pro- 
vision made for the appraisement of values 


of capital stock of companies which do not } 


earn dividends, and for the determination 
of what portion of capital stock of com- 
panies employing capital out of the State 
is employed in this State, and upon these 
determinations a tax could be levied which 
would be fair and equable. This course was 
pursued in the enactment of the corpor- 
tion tax law, adopted in 1881, as subse- 
quentiy amended.”’ 

Lawson Purdy, Secretary of 
York Tax Reform Association, also ap- 
peared in opposition to the bill. He said: 

“This amendment is unjust and unwise 
because it discriminates against companies 
incorporated in New York State, in favor 
of foreign corporations. If this amend- 
ment is adopted all domestic corporations 
which have property outside of the State 
will reincorporate elsewhere, if it is pos- 
sible for them to do so, The fact that the 
tax is the same upon a domestic com- 
pany, whether its property is entirely 
within this State or most of it outside the

State, produces results the injustices of 
which are grotesque. ¥ ; 
“'Phe tax upon the New York Central | 


Railroad will be reduced 8 per cent., and 
the tax upon the Erie Railroad increased 
1,650 per cent.; that is, the Erie Railroad 
will have to pay nearly seventeen times 
as much on account of this tax as it does 
now. When I noticed that the United 
States Express Company would have its 
tax increased about 1,900 per cent. Jt 
seemed probable that the bill would be 
amended. That is only a slight increase, 
however, as compared with that which is 
imposed upon some of the companies se- 
lected at random from the Controller's re- 
port. The New York and Bermudez Com- 
pany is increased 8,300 per cent., and the 
Little Chief Mining Company gets a raise 
of 20.800 per cent. The Little Chief gets 
hit so hard because only about 1-250 of 
its property is in the State of New York. 

“This bill is not likely to pass without 
opposition from some of the railroads, for 
there are others that get raised besides the 
Erie. The New York, Ontario and West- 
ern will pay $81,200 instead of $12,909, and 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
will pey $87,500 instead of $3,471. Some of 
the telegraph companies with a good deal 
of property outside the State are likely to 
disapprove this bill. The Western Union 
is raised from $12,900 to $125,000, the Cen- 
tral and South American Telegraph Com- 
pany, with very little property here, is 
raised from $255 to $12,000. 

‘Very few companies of large capital 
incorporate in this State, but occasionally 
one comes. The General Chemical Com- 
pany, with $25,000,000 capital, was incor- 
porated in February, 1899, It paid no taxes 
last year on its capital stock; probably be- 
cause it was a manufacturing company. 
If this bill is passed it will pav » 
although much of its property is not in 
this State. It is certainly not likely to 
stay with us long. and no similar company 
will be rash enough hereafter to test our

The Philadelphia papers of yesterday con- 

tained a story to the effect that James 

Davis, who is colored and a ‘‘ rheumatic 

inute,’ was found lying on a bench in 

the Broad Street railroad station helpless. 

He said that he had been an inmate of 

Bellevue Hospital, New York, for a year, 

but when the Bellevue Hospital people 

found that’ his case was chronic they 
bought him a ticket for Philadelphia and 
took him to the Jersey City station with 


the remark that the climate of Philadel- 
rhia would suit him better. He was sent 
to the almshouse in Philadelphia. 

When the foregoing item was shown to 
the authorities at Bellevue yesterday they 
stated that no man Davis, colored, had 
been in the hospital in recent weéks. No- 
body about Bellevue, it was said, had any 
$2.50 to squander in sending colored men_to 
a ‘‘ better climate.’’ At the office of Su- 
perintendent Blair of the outdoor poor an 
examination of the books showed that no 
one had been given transportation on Sat- 
urday, which was the day that the man in 
Philadelphia claimed to have been sent to a 
“ better climate.” 

The clerk in Bellevue who looked up the 
records read the description of Davis. 

“Why, that’s ‘Spider Murphy!’’’ he ex- 
claimed; ‘‘ he’s been coming here for the 
last six years. He really has rheumatism, 
I guess; but he’s mute so long as nobody 
who knows him is around. He had been in 
one of our wards for some time, when one 
day I happened along. 

“ * Fello, Spider,’ I sang out, and he was 
a mute no longer. There were three of 
them that used to come here together. All 
colored, and, like ‘ Spider,’ old broken-down 
sockeys from the days of the Guttenberg 
race track.”

BRiDGE EMPLOYES’ 


Men Want to be Put on Wages System 
of Surface Roads. 


Tt was stated yesterday by one of the 
Brooklyn Bridge employes, who had author- 
ity to speak for the others, that the men 
are willing to concede the withdrawal of 
the free monthly passes if they are put on 
the same footing as the surface road em- 
ployes as to graded advances of wages. The 
motormen and conductors on the surface 
roads are paid $2 a day at first. After two 
years they receive an advance of 5 per 
eent., in three years 10 per cent., and in 
five years 15 per cent. efore the strike 
talk began the company was considering 
the proposition for grading salaries seri- 
ously.

HAY-PAUNCEFOTE TREATY DEAD. 


Expires by Limitation Under Its Own 
Terms. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.~-The MHay- 
Pauncefote treaty, intended to replace the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, died at noon yes- 
terday. The death was caused technically 
by the fact that the last clause of the 
treaty allowed only the period of time up 
to March 4 for its ratification. Neither the 
Government of the United States nor of 


Great Britain appears to have made any 
formal effort to extend that period. 
Though the treaty is dead from the poizit 
of.international law, it may still serve. a 
pecnore It is understood here that the 
ritish Government either has or is pre- 
paring a communication to the United 
tates Government based upon the:Senate 
amendments analyzing them carefully: 
pointing out their probable effect upon the 
original proposition, as seen from the Brit- 
ish side, an erhaps suggesting some mod- 
ification. While it is impossible to predict 
in advance of the receipt of this communi- 
caticn just what attitude the State Depart- 
ment will assume toward it, there is reason 
to believe that it will be taken in good part, 
and that negotiations will be resumed for 


, tc meeting if possible the objections raised 


by the Senate to the original treaty. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama to-day intro- 
duced a resolution in the Senate declaring 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty gbrogated. It 
went over until to-morrow.

Conference of Democratic Senators. 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—The Demo- 
cratic members of the Senate held an in- 
formal conference to-day for the purpose 
of considering the wisdom of filling mi- 
nority places on the Senate committees, 
but adjourned without deciding whether 
action should be taken or not. here also 
was discussion of the cloture movement 
in the Senate, and there was sufficient ex- 
change of opinion to cause those present 
to conclude that the move would be re- 
sisted to the end of the session. The con- 
ference was attended by Senators Patter- 
son, Dubois, Harris, Turner, and Heitfeld, 
all of whom have heretofore acted with 
either the Silver Republicans or Populists. 


Place for ex-Chief Justice of Samoa. 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—It is under- 
stood that Mr. Chambers of Alabama, ex- 
Chief Justice of Samoa, is to be appointed 
a Commissioner to adjust the claims of 


American citizens arising out of the war 
with Spain. Mr. Chambers, although ap- 
ointed originally as a Democrat to his of- 
ice in Samoa, conducted himse!f in the try- 
ing last days of the tripartite Government 
with such stalwart Americanism as ito 
earn the admiration of the authorities 
naee He was a gold man in the last cam- 
paign. 


Alabama to be Tried from Pensacola. 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—The Naval 
Trial. Board has been ordered to conduct 
the final trial of the Alabama on March 
9 from Pensacola, instead of Havana, be- 
cause of the agitation caused in Cuba by 
the announced Intention of the department 
to conduct the Alabama's trial from Ha- 
vana,. which, of course, involved the at- 
tendance of the whole North Atlantic 
squadron. 


Gross Gold in Treasury, $489,412,158. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—The amount of 
gross. gold in the Treasury to-day was 
$489,412,158, the highest point ever reached 
in the history of the Government. This 
amount includes the 150,000,000 held as a 
reserve, $276,019.08 held against go'd cer- 
tificates, and $63,392,189 in. the general 
fund.

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VISITORS LEAVE WASHINGTON. 


Thousands Who Came for the Inaugura- | We Price Mark 


tion Go Home—Departure of Penn- 
sylvania Troops Causes Joy. 
Special to The.New York Times. . 

WASHINGTON, March 5:—Long lines of 
men have stood all day in front of the 
desks of cashiers at the different hotels, 
waiting for a chance to settle and be on 
their way,;home from the inauguration ex- 
ercilses. At the Pennsylvania Station, at 
which, it is estingated, some 60,000 visitors 
had arrived in three days, and at the Balti- 
more and Ohio Station, at which some- 
thing like 40,000 arrivals had been noted, 
there ‘has ‘been -a constant crush, and 
trains have gone out in many sections just 
as rapidly as e companies could handle 
them. 

The crowd has gone away much more 
quickly than it arrived, but there has been 
a sufficient remnant of the great visiting 
throng to crowd the street cars all day, 
and, having reported a record of 72,000 
visitors to the Congressional Library on 
yesterday, it is probable'that the record of 
to-day will be a very large one. The street 
car companies admit that they received 
more money yesterday than on any pre- 
vious inauguration day since they began 
business, notwithstanding that for a part 
of the day continuous travel on one of the 
principal lines was suspended. 

Without ving a full report before it of 
the financtal’ outcome of the inauguration, 
it is believed by the Inaugural Committee 
that there will be more than enough money 
derived from the sales of ball tickets, 
seats on the stands, and from other 
sources, including the concerts in the ball- 
room, to return the guarantee fund sub- 
scribed very liberally by confident Wash- 
ingtonians, but not enough to return to 
the Government the money subscribed by 
Congress. The surplus, after paying ex- 
enses and returning subscriptions to 
Vashington people,. will be distributed to 
charities. The committee expended $74,000. 

It is the almost unanimous opinion of 
Washington business men that the number 
of visitors yesterday was not so large as it 
was four years ago, when political expecta- 
tions based upon a change of Administra- 
tion brought a large army of office seek- 
ers and organizations that had been prom- 
inent in bringing about the change of 
party rule. The local turn out in a city of 
290,000 people was naturally large, and the 
rom points 
within @ few hours’ ride of the capital. 
Four years ago the office seekers remained 
to crowd the hotels for weeks. 

The return of the Pennsylvania militia to 
their State was hailed with thanksgiving 
by the residents, and especially by the 
police.

fireworks, and caused the wounding of 
many innocent persons in the crowd. There 
were 9,000 of these uncontrolled men in 
uniform about the city, and it is the opinion 
of everybody that the parade might have 
been shorter by their absence without de- 
tracting from its impressiveness or from 
the interest of the pageant. 


A NATURALIZED MAN’S RIGHTS. 





| State Department Issues Circulars for 


‘military 


Information of Foreign-Born 
Citizens. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—The State De- 
partment has prepared a series of circulars 
telling naturalized citizens exactly what 
they may expect if they attempt ‘to return 
to their former homes. The circular is dif- 
ferent in the case of each European coun- 
try which has shown a disposition to hold 
its citizens to account when they emigrate 


a ~ United States and become natural- 
zed. 

It is distinctly stated that the informa- 
tion given in the notice is believed to be 
correct, yet is not to be considered as offi- 
cial, as it relates to the laws and regula- 
tions of a foreign country. The Russian 
circular notifies the recipient that under 
the Russian law if he returns to Russia 


, after having become a naturalized citizen 
of another country without imperial con- 


sent he is Hable to deportation to Siberia, 
the loss of all civil rights, and perpetual 
banishment. Even if he left Russia dn in- 
fancy he is liable to this punishment upon 


‘return, unless he obtains the Emperor's 


consent to his expatriation, upon attain- 
ing the age of twenty-one years. 

ussians are Hable to military service be- 
tween the ages of twenty-one and forty- 
three years, and no Russian above fifteen 
years of age can ask permission to expa- 
triate himself unless he has acquitted his 
obligations. Russian Jews from 
America are not allowed to enter Russia 
without special permission, and the State 
Department cannot act as intermediary in 
obtaining this. 

There is no treaty between the United 
States and Russia defining the status of 
American citizens of Russian birth upon 
their return to Russia. , 


COMMITTEE TO VISIT HARBORS. 


Congressmen Plan a Long Trip at Their 
Own Expense. 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—The House 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors to-day 
arranged the details of two trips of inspec- 
tion which they will make. The first will 
be to Havana. The members will leave to- 
morrow evening. They will go first to 


. Jacksonville, then to Tampa and Key West, 


and thence to Havana. Upon their return 
they. will stop at Miami, Fla. In June they 
will make a trip to the Pacific Coast, going 
first to Galveston and other Gulf ports, 
thence to Los Angeles and northward, vis- 


iting all the harbors as far north as Puget 
Sound. 
The committee has no offitial, existence 


| and the members go as private individuals. 


All are, however, members of the next 
House, and doubtless will be on the com- 
mittee in the next Congress. Some of the 
members’ of the Military Committee have 
decided to visit Cuba and-Porto Rico for 
the purpose of inquiring into conditions 
there, and they will leave in a few days. 
The members of the Naval Committee of 
the House, it is understood, also have a 
similar trip under contemplation. 

Aithough the bill to create a special com- 
mittee of the Insular Affairs Committee to 
visit Porto Rico, Cuba, and the Philippines 
failed, Chairman Cooper and several of the 
members are contemplating a trip to the 
islands at their own expense.

Native Soldiers Amazed at “ Sky- 
scrapers ” and Big Bridge. 








They Saw Ice for the First Time on 
Their Way from Washington to 
This City. 





Two hundred and forty very cold and

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much excited Porto Rican soldiers, forming ! 


a part of the First Battalion of United 
States Infantry in Porto Rico, arrived here 
yesterday afternoon on the Royal Blue line 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad from 
Washington. None of them had ever been 
outside of Porto Rico until they were or- 
dered north for. the inauguration ceremo- 
nies, and their present condition is one of 
helpless astonishment and delight at the 
wonders they have witnessed in Washing- 
ton and gn their trip to New York. None 
of the Porto Ricans can speak more'than a 
few words of English, but all of them are 
able to make it very clear to any one who 
questions them that they are very much 


pleased with the people of the United 
States. 
During their stay in Washington the 


weather there was very mild, but when 
they arrived in Jersey City yesterday they 
began to learn what a cold day means. 
Once they were off the train, however, and 
aboard the tug which conveyed them to the 
transport Sedgwick at Pier 22, Brooklyn, 
which will start for Porto Rico this after- 
noon, they forgot all about their cold in 


the wonders which they saw all around 
them. 
They gazed at the big skyscrapers on 


Manhattan in speechless wonder, and when 
they came in sight of the Statue of Lib- 
erty there was a general gasp of amaze- 
ment. When they saw the Brooklyn Bridge, 


however, their astonishment knew fo 
bounds, and they are still talking of the 
‘Puente Grande,” the big bridge, as they 
call it, 

Major Almy, who is in command of the 
battalion of Porto Ricans, said last night 
that the men wouid be taiking about their 
trip to Washington for years to come. 

“We were only three days there alto- 
gether,’’ he said, ‘‘ and the parade on Mon- 
day occupied all day, but stil the men 
managed to see a great deal of the city. 
None of them can talk much Engiish, but 
the people in Washington made se much of 
them that they had no difficulty in finding 
their way around and having a good time 
generaliy. They are very easy men to man- 
age. None of them ever get drunk, and in 
spite of their ignorance of English none of 
them were jost in Washington. As long as 
they have something to smoke they are 
contented, and I 
laying in a good stock of-cigars and cigar- 
ettes for them before we left Porto Kico. 
I sent them out in squads of twenty to look 
at the city on Saturday, and they had a 
great time visiting the public buildings. 
They found plenty of peopie to take them 
around and buy them aii the drinks they 
wanted, but I did not have a single drunk- 
en man on the whole trip. 

“On Sunday we had two drills and on 
Monday we were marching for the greater 
part of the day, so that Saturday was the 
only day they had for seeing the sights. 
They saw all there was to be seen, I guess, 
in that time. All the other militiamen were 
only too eager to show them around, as 
they had plenty of Porto Rican cigarettes 
and cigars which they handed out on all 
sides. 

‘None of them had ever seen a big build- 
ing or anything like one of our big locomo- 
tives before they came here. They saw ice 
for the first time when we were crossing 
frozen streams on thé way to New York, 
and it was worth while watching them as 
they Icoked at 1t.”’ 

The Porto Ricans themselves, wrapped 
up to the ears in their overcoats and with 
their teeth chattering, kept out on the 
decks all through the evening yesterday, 
in spite of the cold, gazing with wonder- 
ment at the curious sights around them. 
The majority of the soldiers are small and 
slight, and, look very much like Japanese, 
but many of them who were recruited from 
the farming districts are large men. All 
of them were thoroughly delighted with 
their experiences in the United States, but 
they found their English totally inadequate 
when they started to talk about it. 

‘* Washington is a very fine city,” said a 
Sergeant, who had gained the admiration 
of his companions by his fluency in speak- 
ing English. ‘* The people were very good 
to us. They clapped with their hands when 
we went by and gave us plenty drinks of 
whisky. Whisky’s a fine drink in cold 
weather.” 

“Were you seasick when you came up 
on the’ transport?’' asked a bystander. 
For a long time the Sergeant could not un- 
derstand what was meant by seasickness, 
but finally he grasped the meaning. 

“Sure,” he sald, “very sick for two 
days. Then we got better. We had a nice 
time in Washington. Not so cold there as 
here. We saw the Capitol and department 
buildings. They are so big we never saw 
anything like them before. In Porto Rico 
the buildings are all small A 

The Sergeant said that the Porto Ricans 
had been especially friendly with the Penn- 
sylvania militiamen at the capital. ' 

“They went around with us and we gave 
them cigarettes,” he sald. ‘‘ They. like 
them. very much. We don't like it here, 
though, it’s so cold. In Porto Rico we 
never had overcoats. These are the first 
overcoats we ever saw. The parades in 
Washington were fine. Cavalry. infantry, 
and artillery all together. We never saw 
so many soldters.” + ¢ . 

In spite of all that their officers could do 
to get them to keep. indoors where it 
was warm, none of the rs would leave 
the decks, but huddled together in shiv-

LONDON, March 6.—The Reuter Tele- 
gram Company has received the following 
from Peking, dated March 5:

“The Chinese appeal regarding the latter 
question points out that, if forts are con~- 
structed, five of the six chief boards— 
namely, War, Rites, Civil Appointments, 
Works, and Revenue, will be &wept away, 
as well as one of the most sacred temples 
in the empire, containing the ancestral tab- 
lets of the present dynasty. 


“The Ministers of the powers are still 
discussing this appeal and the question of 
defensés, but have arrived at no decision, 


owing to the divergence of views.”’ 

WASHINGTON, March 5#Such reports 
&s reach here from Peking indicate that the 
State Department by no means underesti- 
mated the difficulties that would be expe- 
rienced in obtaining an agreement between 
the foreign Ministers as to the amount of 
indemnities to be demanded of the Chinese 
Government and the method of collection. 

Commissioner Rockhill is doing all that 
he can do to restrain the demands of the 

owers to a sum total that the Chinese 
sovernment can meet without the destruc- 
tion of the dynasty and an upheaval that 
would result in the loss of territory. It ap- 
pears, however, that the demands in their 
present shape are of an onerous character, 
and grave difficulty is anticipated in se- 
curing an amelioration of them. 

It will not be surprising if it should be- 
come necessary for the powers sincerely de- 
sirous of avoiding a partition of Cnina to 
address themselves directly to the Foreign 
Offices of the other powers, as was done 
in the case of the punishment section of the 
agreement. 


MORE GERMAN EXPEDITIONS. 


But Waldersee Writes to a Chinese 
General Saying that He Is “ Inclined 


to” Discontinue Them. 
BERLIN, March 5.—The War Office has 
received the following dispatch from Gount 
von Waldersee, dated Peking, March 4: 
“A patrol of twenty-five, under Lieut. 
Col. Wallmenich, located a strong force of 
Chinese troops west of Lung-Hsuan-Kuan, 


the Germans losing three killed and one 
wounded. 
“Col. Ledebun was dispatched to-day 


with four companies from Pao-ting-Foo to 
clear Ansuling Pass, as far as the Great 
Wall, and to permanently guard the Pass.’ 


PEKING, March 5.—Gen. Yin-Tching, 
(Yin-Shang?) by order of Li-Hung-Chang, 
wrote to Count von Waldersee making the 
following requests: , 

“If it be possible let there be no more ex- 
peditions. e 

“ Give permission to the Chinese troops to 
remain within ten miles of the allies for 
the purpose of preventing’ operations by 
Boxers and robbers. 

‘* Direct the allied troops, while searching 
for and punishing robbers and Boxers, to 
ask assistance of the Chinese officials, 

“ Prevent native Christians from making 
extortionate claims, which the missionaries 
often help to enferce.”’ 

To this communication Count von Wal- 
dersee sent the following reply: 

“The Headquarters Staff of the allied 
army cannot enter into an agreement to 
undertake no more expeditions, but must 
reserve the right to act acording to cir- 
cumstances, If no general conditions, polit- 
ical or otherwise, arise, like the appearance 
of bands of robbers or the behavior of the 
Chinese regular troops, that would necessi- 
tate expeditions, Count von Waldersee is 
inclined to agree to the request of Li- 
Hung-Chang to have no more expeditions 
by the contingents under Count von Wal- 
dersee. 

“The local authorities will be asked to 
ascertain the guilty so far as possible. 

** Indemnities to native Christians or mis- 
sionaries will be settled in future by the 
mutual agreement of the diplomats."’

BRITISH MILITARY SYSTEM. 


Debate in the Lords Continued—Salis- 
bury Hints that Wolseley Was 
Inefficient. 


LONDON, Mareh 6.—In anticipation of 
further interesting disclosures, the House 
of Lords was crowded yesterday when the 
debate on the War Office administration 
was resumed. The Duke of Cornwall and 
York and many Feeresses were present. 

The Earl of Northbrook (Liberal) took 


up the defense of Lord Wolseléy. He dep- 
recated Lord Lansdowne’'s personal attack 
on the ex-Commander in Chief on Monday 
and the disclosure of a confidential com- 
miunication to Lord Salisbury. 

The Duke of Devonshire \iabers! Union- 
ist, President of the Council) defended the 
War Office system. 

Lord Rosebery described Lord Wolseley's 
speech as a public-spirited effort to call 
attention ta some of the defects he had 
found in the practical working ‘of the army 
administration. He said Lord Lansdowne’s 
reply was a censure of Lord Wolseley 
which had no reference to the subject. He 
suggested a secret Parliamentary inquiry 
into the deficiencies of the War Office. 

Lord Salisbury said the disciplinists hal 
not realized that the army was under Par- 
lament, and that the Minister who con- 
trolled the army did it as one responsible to 
Parliament, and represented all the author- 
ity with which Parliament invested him. 
The Commander in Chief must be subor- 
dinate to the Secretary of State. The sys- 
tem had worked well in the past, and must 
be made to work well in the future. Sue- 
cess would not be attended alone by the 
machine, however perfect, but—as attested 
by every page of history—simply by. the 
strength, brilliancy, and vigor of the men 
employed. 

The debate was wound up by Lord Wol- 
seley asking the House to reserve judgment 
regarding the reflections cast on him, as 
probably he would later again refer to the 
allegations. 

Commenting upon the debate, The Morn- 
ing Post (Conservative) calls Lord Salis- 
bury a *‘ Premier of despair,’’ and proceeds 
to tell the Government plainly that “ the 
country cares nothing about constitutional 
difficulties, but cares a deal about having 
a properly organized and efficient army.” 

“In Lord Roberts,’ says The Morning 
Post, “the country has a Commander in 
Chief whom it can trust, and whose being 
sent to South Africa last year saved the 
political existence of the Government. If 
the Government is wise, therefore, it will 
consuit Lord Roberts as to the necessary 
revision of the present system.” 


PINGREE MEETS CHAMBERLAIN. 


LONDON, March §.—Ex-Gov. Pingree of 
Michigan spent half ‘an hour this evening 
with Mr. Chamberlain, the Colonial Secre- 
tary. They discussed the war in South Af- 
rica, whither Mr. Pingree will soon go on 
business. . 

While Mr. Chamberlain did not refer to 
the negotiations now in progress for the 
surrender of Gen. Botha, he told Mr. Pin- 
gree he failed to see how the Boers could 
hold aut much longer. 

Mr. Pingree. who was greatly impressed

ROYAL ENTRY INTO AMSTERDAM. 





Great Crowds Greet Queen Wilhelmina 


and the Prince Consort. 
AMSTERDAM, March 5.—Queen Wil- 
helmina and the Prince Consort entered 


this city in state this morning. 

The royal party arrived by train at 11:30 
o'clock. They were received by the princi- 
pal authorities and conducted to the royal 


pavilion, where had gathered a brilliant 
array of civil and military officials, The 
Burgomaster of Amsterdam delivered un 
address of welcome. 

The Queen and Prince, escorted by troops, 
then traversed the streets of the capital, 
which, in spite of the rain, were packed 
with enthusiastic throngs. The route tio 
the palace was lined by thé Civic Guards 
and troops of the garrison. Salutes were 
fired as the procession advanced, and the 
progress of the royal party was signaled by 
the ringing of church belis. 

The royal cortége was not long, but suf- 
ficiently varied to be of interest. It was led 
by a squadron of hussars and a mounted 
band. The horses and carriages of the cor- 
tége were brilliantly caparisoned, and the 
outriders, grooms, and footmen wore. the 
vari-colored state liveries. The occupants 
of the carriages were in full uniform. The 
ladies of the Court occupied the last car- 
riages, 

The royal equvipage, drawn by eight 
horses, was preceded by a mounted guard 
of honor composed of the Queen's aides de 
camp, brilliant in gold and colors, On 
either side of the royal carriage rode mili- 
tary officers. The procession was closed 
by a body of cavalry. 

The Queen and the Prince Consort were 
evidently greatly pleased at their recep- 
tion. and bowed unceasingly to the crow4s, 
At the palace the Queen Mother awaited 
her daughter. After their greetings, Queen 
Wilhelmina and the Prince Consort ap- 
peared upon the palace balcony in response 
to the vociferous cheers of the throng 
which had been permitted to gather in front 
of the royal residence, 





Says Baton Fava Will: Be Recalled.

ways present. 





Want, Latin-American Religious Union. 
‘ROME, March 5.—The recent revival of 
Catholic sentiment in Latin America is be- 
ing taken advantage of by Pontifical states- 


men in order to form a union of the Cath- 
olic countries of the New World based on 
community of faith, but destined possibly 
to have political significance also. A sym- 
bol of this union is about to be erected in 
Rome in a church primarily intended to 
commemorate the recent Mexican pilgrim- 
age, but which will also contain altars to 
the patron saints of the Central and South 
American States. 





Turkey Desperately Hard-Up. 
LONDON, March 6.—‘‘ Public business is 
paralyzed by the pecuniary straits of the 
Government,”’ says the Congtantinople cor- 
respondent of The Times.

KAISER’S ACTS DEFENDED 


Statement by Count von Buelow in 
the Reichstag. - 








He Declares the Emperor’s Visit to 
England Was Dictated Purely by 
Humane Motives. 





BERLIN, March 5.—In the Reichstag to- 
day, in the debate on the Foreign Office es- 
timates, Herr Schaedler (Centrist) asserted 
that dissatisfaction was rife in Gerrifiny, 
and that the country desired information 
regarding the political significance of the 
Emperor's visit to England and the effect 
of the accession of King Edward. He de- 
clared that the decoration of Lord Roberts 
with the Order of the Black Eagle had 
caused wide discontent. The Germans were 
afraid that a hyperfriendly policy toward 
Great Britain would create enemies for 
Germany on the Continent. He wanted to 
know, therefore, how Germany stood in re- 
lation to the \other powers, especially the 
powers of the Dreibund. The tie with Rus- 
sla must not be touched. 

The Imperial Chancellor, Count von Bii- 
low, declared in reply that the Emperor's 
visit to England wasneither of a political nor 
ofaCourt character, but purely of a humane 
character. The Emperor merely hastened 
to the deathbed of his grandmother. It.was 
easy to understand that the act evoked the 
gratitude of Great Britain and aroused 
there a desire for peaceful and friendly re- 
lations with Germany. This wish was 
shared by Germany, a full equality of 
rights between the German and British Na- 
tions being, of course, a sine qua non. 

The Chancellor laid. emphasis on the noble 
impulse actuating the Emperor in this mat- 
ter, and the desire of the German Govern- 


ment that it might be vouchsafed to Ger- 
many and*Great Britain to work in peace 
and for peace, , 

‘I observed two months ago,” said the 
Chancellor, ‘‘and I repeat to-day, that 
nothing is changed in our relations with 
Great Britain since I declared in the Reich- 
stag that we were ready and willing to live 
in peace, friendship, and unity, on the basis 
of mutual consideration and absolute equal- 
ity. If, therefore, the Emperor, by his pres- 
ence and demeanor in England, opened the 
way for a continuance of such normal good 
relations, it is advantageous to the two 
countries. No doubt there are many sore 


points between the two countries. But, 
at the same time, there are numer- 
ous and necessary points of contact 


between them. Good, neighborly relations 
are required in both countries, and there,is 
no political reason why we should not cul- 
tivate relations with Great Britain in as 
careful a way as the other powers do. 

‘*T have seen parallels drawn between the 
Emperor's visit to England and the non-re- 
ception of Mr. Kriiger in Berlin. The paral- 
lels are not correct. The avowed object of 
Mr. Kriiger’s projected journey to Berlin 
was to compel us, in an unusual manner, to 
interfere in the South African complica- 
tions, whereas his Majesty's visit to Eng- 
sind had nothing to do with the South Af- 
rican war. I deny in the most emphatic 
manner that the Emperor acted in any way 
contrary to the interests of the country in 
accepting and responding to attentions. 

‘Regarding the decorating of Lord Rob- 
erts with the Order of the Black Eagle, 
that was solely a matter for the King of 
Prussia to decide. It is a question of the 
constitutional, personal prerogative of the 
Crown. Lord Roberts is not a political per- 
sonage; therefore the distinction conferred 
is of no political importance.” 

The Chancellor continued: 

‘Our foreign policy now, as formerly, is 
determined neither by love nor hate, and 
neither by dynastic considerations nor tie’ 
of relationship, but solely by calm, sober, 
deliberate consideration of the interests of 
State. He little knows the Emperor who 
thinks that other motives sway him than 
those prompted by conscientious solicitude 
for the welfare of the empire, and they 
would misjudge me sorely who believed I 
could be won over to any policy but a Ger- 
man national policy.” 

The cautiously worded sentiments of 
Count von Bilow were received by the 
whole Right and by a part of the Centre 
and Left in silence, with the exception sev- 
eral times of hoots. 

A number of speeches followed, notably 
one by Herr Ledebur. Socialist, and another 
by Herr Richter, both of which contained 
lése majesté, which, outside of the Reich- 
stag, would have cost the speakers dear. 
Herr Ledebur said: 

“War is hardly gentlemanly when such 
a man as Cecil Rhodes is at the table and 
shows President Kriiger the door.”’ 

Cheers broke out in nearly all parts of the 
house. 


ANOTHER REICHSRATH FIGHT.

A Czech Seizes the President’s Papers 
and a Battle with Fists Follows. 


VIENNA, March 5.—Fists were again a 
prominent feature in to-day’s session of the 
Reichsrath. A Czech Radical, Zazvorka, 
started the uproar by insisting on making a 
speech in the Czech language. The Acting 
President, Prade, prohibited him from 
speaking, whereupon Fressl, another Czech 

dical, rushed up to the Presidential 
chair, snatched the papers from the desk 
and crumpled them into a ball. 

A member of the German Peofle’s Party 
named Malik sprang upon Fressl and be- 
labored him. Berger, a Pan-German, joined 
in the fray, and also showered blows upon 
Fressl. Others joined in the fighting, and 
the noise became terrific. 

Eventually the combatants were separat- 
ed and the sitting of the House was sus- 
pended.

“You know how frequently I° have de- 
clined to talk on current event$ in New 
York,” said Mr. Croker, “and to find my- 
self committed in the célumns of a New 
York paper regarding matters I never have 


mentioned to a person is enough to exas- 
perate any one. 

“‘ Not a single line of the entire interview 
has a foot to stand ofi. It is a tissue of lies 
from beginning to end. The newspaper has 
been frightfully imposed on by some one; 
and that person. I propose to discover and 
whip out of journalism. If he is prepared 
to perjure himself I am ready to declare 
that I was nowhere near Wantage on the 
day he is alleged to have seen me. 
“Absolute proof of the wholesale false- 
hood is the allegation that I made a decla- 
ration announcing the forthcoming majori- 
ties in New York. I do not think I have 
ever been accused of being such a fool as 
that. The statement that I have bought 
115 acres of property here is equally as un- 
true as my alleged statements regarding 
Devery, Coler, and others. 

“As I have frequently said, when I de- 
cided to talk American politics I would 
talk to The Associated Press alone; and no 
one can draw me by any subterfuge. It has 
come to such a@ pass that I am unable to 
talk with reporters except in the presence 
of witnesses. All kinds of fiends have been 
photographing my place, dogs, stables, &c., 
using the pictures to give a semblance of 
truth to their libelous statements. 
“T ask The Associated Press to say to my 
friends in New York that I am constantly 
improving in health, and believe my 
strength will gain faster here than in 
America the next few months. I am not 
talking politics to any one, and sensational 
reports to the oogtrary may be set down as 
akes.’ I am only talking now because in- 
dignation compels me to set myself right 
with my friends in New York.”

This question was put to mem- 
bers of the American Art Coiffure Asso- 
ciation at its annual ball and exhibition 
given at the Teutonia Assembly Rooms, 
Third Avenue and Sixteenth Street, last 
night. 

The answer came in a physical illustration 
of just what woman can do. There were 
several hundred women present, and _ it 
would have taken an expert to show any 
similarity, as far as hairdressing was con- 
cerned.

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AMERIGAN KILLED 
IN DUEL AT OSTEND 


John Wilson Durant of Albany Slain 
by a Russian Count. 





He Is Said to Have Fatally Wounded 
the Count’s Son in a Fight—Lived 
in Paris with His Mother. 








PARIS, March 6.—John Wilson Durant, 
an American, who has been living for the 
past two years in Paris with his mother, at 
the Hotel Lafonde Tremoille, has been 
killed at Ostend in a duel with a Russian 
Count. 

The details of the affair are meagre at 
the time this dispatch is filed. According 
to the best information obtainable, Mr. 
Durant had written letters to the wife of 
the Russian Count. The latter's nephew 
came to Paris to settle the matter. He met 
Mr. Durant in a restaurant here, and a 
vicious fight resulted. Mr. Durant struck 
the Russian with a heavy glass water bot- 
tle. The Russian died, but the doctor's 
certificate gave congestion of the brain as 
the cause of death. Mr. Durant lost his 
front teeth in the fight. 

The fight occurred in January. Later the 
Count took the matter up, sending his sec- 
onds to Mr. Durant. The latter went to 
Ostend with his mother, who afterward de- 
parted for and is still at Glasgow. A duel 
was arranged, and was probably fought on 
Monday, with pistols. Durant was killed 
and the Count was seriously wounded. 
Durant registered as Charles Neville Car- 
ter. His-mother has been notified. 

Durant was well known in the American 
colony here. He was a frequent attendant 
at official receptions given by the American 
officials. His engagement to a young 
French woman was recently announced. 
They were to bé married in March. The 
names of the Russians in the case have 
not yet been ascertained. 










































































ALBANY, March 5.—John Wilson Durant, 
who, accordirfg to the cable dispatches, was 
killed in a duel at Ostend, was an Albanian 


and came of a prominent family. He was 
in Albany last Autumn. He called on many 
of His old friends here, and said that he 
soon would return to Paris, where he said 
he and his mother were living. When here, 
his friends say, he acted in a manner that 
seemed to indicate that his mind was un- 
balanced. In the hands of one of his 
friends he placed a number of letters, 
which he requested should be sent at stated 
intervals to a certain woman in Paris. For 
reasons best known to himself, Durant 
wanted this woman to think that he was 
still in America. His apparent trouble with 
her is supposed to be at the bottom of the 
events that led to the duel in which he 
lost his life. 


Mr. Durant came home to Albany last 


October, with his mother, Mrs. Eliza W. 
Durant. He took a suite of rooms at a 
hotel. He remained for several weeks, 


leaving here in time to make connections 
with a steamer sailing just before Christ- 
mas. 

While at the hotel here, Mr. Durant made 
himself very agreeable to his fellow-guests, 
and became quite popular. When he left 
here he did not take all his baggage, leav- 
ing a large amount in Albany. To his fel- 
low-guests he said he intended to return to 
Paris, finish some business on hand, and 
return to Albany in a few months. 





Manager of Tivoli Arrested. 
John F. O’Connor, manager of the Tivoli 
resort, in West Thirty-fifth Street, when 
‘the place was raided by Capt. Thomas last 
August, was locked up in the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station last night.

Officials for the Year Appointed—First 
Race Day in New York Is 
. April 15. 





Thedong-delayed meeting of the Stewards 
of the Jockey Club for the adjustment of 
the coming season’s racing dates for the 
Eastern racing associations was held yes- 
terday, when the turf schedule of 1901 was 
arranged and racing officials for the year 
were appointed. August Belmont, whose 
fliness was the chief cause for the delay, 
and who on Saturday returned from Flor- 
ida, presided. The other Stewards present 
were J. H. Bradford, F. R. Hitchcock, H. 
K. Knapp, and Andrew Miller. 

The meeting organized for the coming 
year by re-electing all The Jockey Club of- 
ficers, Mr. Belmont continuing as Chair- 
man, with James R. Keene Vice Chairman 
and F. K. Sturgis Secretary and Treasurer. 
In the selection of racing officials the meet- 
ing reappointed all the members of The 
Jockey Club’s racing staff who served at 
the close of the Eastern racing season of 
1900. These are: 

Starter—cC. J. Fitzgerald; Judges—C."Mc- 
Dowell and C. H. Pettingill; Clerk of the 
Scales—H. G. Crickmore; Handicapper—W. 
8. Vosburgh; Timer—W. H. Barretta; Pad- 
dock and Patrol Judge—J. L. Hall. 

The arrangement of dates for the racing 
associations under the jurisdiction of The 
Jockey Club was made without altering in 
any way the order that has been observed 
for the various meetings for several years. 
The opening of ‘the Eastern racing season, 
however, is fixed five days earlier than the 
opening last year, the Washington Jockey 
Club’s Spring meeting being announced to 
begin on March 28 this year, against April 
2 last year. The meeting will continue to 


April 13, giving Washington fourteen rac- 
ing days, with three Saturdays. 

The New York racing season is arranged 
to open at the Aqueduct track on art 15, 
racing to continue at Aqueduct until May 
2, giving Aqueduct sixteen days. Racing 
at Morris Park for the Spring meeting fol- 
lows, beginning on May 4 and ‘continuing 
to May 23, making seventeen days avatl- 
able for that track, though it is probabie 
that the association will follow its custom 
of racing not more than five days a week. 
Gravesend, Sheepshead Bay, and Brighton 
Beach follow in that order, Gravesend get- 
ting eighteen days, beginning May 25; 
Sheepshead Bay seventeen days, beginning 
June 15, and Brighton Beach getting twen- 
ty-six days of continuous racing, beginning 
July 5. The Saratoga meeting is set to 
open Aug. 5, and runs to Aug. 30, which, as 
Brighton Beach closes Aug. 3, gives Sara- 
toga its full meeting without conflict with 
racing in New York, a concession that was 
expected, since the Saratoga track has

Those most 
interested in carrying on the trap events 
asserted that the reports of the guns could 
hardly be heard from the street, while the 
high brick parapets surrounding the roof 
space devoted to the sport prevented any 
possible danger from the charges of shot.

BUILDING OF SCHOONER YACHTS. 


Old-Time Construction of Strength and 


Firmness to be Revived. 

The two schooner yachts building at C. 
& H. Poillou’s yards from designs by A. 
Cary Smith & Barbey are well under way 
in construction and are soon to be launched. 
The schooner.for Mr. Alley, being already 
decked, requires only the joiner work for 
completion. The Globe motor has been 
put into place, and the yacht is practically 
ready for the riggers. The second schoon- 
er, which is a sister ship to Mr. Alley’s, 
is being planked and the deck frame teeing 
put in. 

Both of these boats are intended purely 
for cruising purposes, and are to be used 
as floating homes for their owners. They 
have been built with an eye to strength, it 
being found that powerful models of this 


type of yacht require’ great strength of 
construction. 

It being found impossible to build the 
mcdern yacht strong, and yet of sufficient 
lightness to insure its success as a racer, 
these schooners have attracted the at- 
tention of yachtsmen who come to inspect 
them, with a view to getting a line on 
these vessels, which anany think will prove 
the pioneers in the construction of yachts 
that are speedy, depending almost solely on 
their lines, without sacrificing strength for 
the sake of lightness. Ever since the hu- 
miliating experience of the four costly 
rethts that were unable to keep the orig- 
thal outlines of their construction because 
of a strain, yachtsmen have awakened ‘to 
the fact that the ideal boat of the future 
is the one that can be used for racing and 
cruising alike, and which at the end of 
several seasons will be in good enough 
condition to commamd a good price in open 
market, rather than having to be relegated 
to the scrap heap. 

At Jacobs's yards, at City Island, there 

| are two boats building on this horse-sense 
lan, the one a sailboat, 28 feet load-water 
ine, and the other a launch, 60 feet load- 
water line. 

A schooner from the designs of the Smith 
& Barbey firm is also ‘being built at Nix- 
on’s ship yard, in Elizabethport. In this 
vessel} there is also a return to the old- 
time construction of strength and firm- 
ness throughout. Jn many. other yards 
where yachts are under way the modern 
idea of sacrificing everything to lightnéss 
is proved by the construction of the works 
to be disappearing, showing that yachts- 
men are realizing the importance of trust- 
ing their amusement to eraft more sub- 
stantial than a cockle-shell racing machine.

Money for the Maintenance of the Crews 
Will Be Forthéoming. 


Manager O. W. Erdal of Columbia's crew 
made public his budget of expenses. yester- 
day. He estimates the total amoiint neces- 
sary to Garry rowing through the year to 
be $8,340. In this amount the following 
items are included: Coach Hanlan's salary 
and expenses, $2,444; boats, $1,575; launch, 
$875; oars, $175; boathouse, $575; supplies, 
$300; hotel expenses at Poughkeepsie and 
Ithaca, $990; traveling expenses, $240; fall 
regatta, $85; Spring regatta, $100; Harlem 
and Passaic regattas, $75; trainers, .rub- 
bers, &c., $555; contingencies, $350; towels 
and laundry, $150; lizhterage and ex- 
pressage, $20; postage, printing, &c., $100. 
The expenses of last year's crew were 
$8,760.10, and the present estimate is slight- 
ly less, although some items are included 
in it which did not appear in 1809)-1900.

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THE COMMITTEE OF FIFTEEN. 


We wonder if the Committee of Fif- 
teen fully understands the peculiar ad- 
vantage it now has through the collapse 
of the Tammany Committee of Purifica- 
tion. 

It will be remembered that the Tam- 
many committee was appointed by Mr. 
Croker for the express purpose of co- 
operating with Other organizations 
formed to investigate the condition of 
the city as to vice. The Committee of 
Fifteen wags the acceptance of the Tam- 
many challenge by the representatives of 
the respectable and decent classes. The 
two committees worked in the same pro- 
fessed direction, to some extent through 
like agencies, and without conflict of any 
sort. Each of them at about the sam 
time reached the point where the wide- 
epread existence of vice licensed cor- 
ruptly by the police was amply proved. 
The Committee of Fifteen allowed it to 
be understeod, and the Chairman of the 
Tammany committee frequently stated, 
that for this monstrous, outrage there 
could be no remedy until Chief Devery 
was stripped of his power. 

At this point the new Police bill was 
passed at Albany, the Mayor put in nom- 
Inal control of the police the venerable 
Tammany manager, MICHAEL C, MURPHY, 
and Mr. MurpHy promptly put DEvEeRY 
in a place where he has even greater 
power over the policy of the police as to 
vice than he had before. Mr. Nrxon, the 
Chairman of the Tammany committee, 
indignantly protested to Mr. Croker. It 
did no good. DeEverRy remained. r. 
Nrxon thereupon sadly remarked that 
there seemed nothing more for the com- 
mittee to do, and the committee disap- 
peared. In one sense Mr. Nrxon 1!s cor- 
rect. There is nothing more for his com- 
mittee, as Tammany’s representatives, 
to do, for they have found and admitted 
publicly that vice is corruptly Ncensed 
by the police and that all reform of that 


“corruption is blocked by the man whom 


Tammany. has just given a new lease 
of power. The position and the responsi- 
bility of Tammany are so plain that it 
would be absurd indeed for its committee 
to go on pretending to further inquiry. 
What the individual members of the 
committee might feel that they owed to 
their own self-respect is a different mat- 
ter. But from that point of view also, 
if Mr. Nrxon was not prepared to fight 
the iniquity he had unearthed, there was 
“nothing more to do,” and the obscurity 
of retirement must seem less galling than 
conspicuous public discredit. 

When the Tammany committee was 
first appointed, THr Times took the 
ground that it was a “ blind,” the object 
of which was to mislead the anti-Tam- 
many movement. The first hope of Mr. 
CROKER was that revelations: could be 
confined to general and vague matters 
involving no specific responsibility and 
leaving the impression that there was no 
more vice in the city than was inevi- 
table. We urgently advised: that a com- 
mittee be promptly selected to act with 
that of Mr. CROKER, or without ft, as the 
tase should require, and that the aim of 
this committee should distinctly be, not 
the suppression of vice primarily, but the 
exposure of the corrupt relations of the 
police to vice. It was the steady concen- 
tration of public attention and sentiment 
on the police that foiled the device of Mr., 
CROKER. His committee was obliged to 
go in a direction he could not have in- 
tended and to go further than he wished. 

The result is that the committee is 
called off at the moment that the worst. 
element in the police regains complete 
control. The field is now left wholly to 
the Committee of Fifteen, with the im- 
mense advantage that the complicity of 
Tammany is confessed in the withdrawal 
of its own much-vaunted agents in tHe 
process of purification. It remains for 
the Committee of Fifteen fully to occupy 
the ground, and this it seems ready and 
able to do. It cannot be asked to do all 
at once. Its work will require energy, 
persistence, time, and sound judgment. 
With these the effort of Tammany to 
delude the public with the proclamations 
of MurRpPHY. while Devery carries on the 
old business in the old way will be futile. 











THE CHURCH IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


That is a significant Interview with 
‘Archbishop CHAPELLR which was pub- 
lished a day or two ago in The Sun, It 
was significant, quite apart from the im- 
portance of what the Archbishop had to 
say, that he, as the representative of the 
Papacy in the ilippines, should have 
judged that the time had come to make 
an appeal to American public opinion. 
That is what an interview necessarily 
amounts to on such a subject and at 
such a time. “* 

It is highly probable that the Arch~- 
“pishop’ss position has been extensively 
misrepresented. He himself corrects one 
or two misrepresentations which in 
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But it is not necessary to believe~on the 
contrary, it is rather necessary not to 
believe, seeing that the Church of Rome 
is not a fool and does not choose its 
agents foolishly—that the Archbishop 
had anything whatever to do with the 
incitements to sedition which have been 
published in Luzon, and which have evi- 
dently proceeded from some class of Fili- 
pino priests. 

The Archbishop’s business was to es- 
tablish a new “ modus vivendi” for the 
Roman Catholic Church in the islands, 
the old one having been destroyed by the 
withdrawal] of the Spanish Government. 
More specifically, it was to introduce the 
“voluntary principle ” as understood and 
practiced in the United States as a sub- 
stitute for the principle of State aid as 
understood and practiced in Spain and 
the Spanish colonies. It will be a great 
wrench in the Philippines as well as in 
the Antilles. But there is no reason why 
any zealous American priest, observing 
how mightily his Church has thriven in 
the Unfed States by accepting the con- 
ditions it found, and working under 
them, should feel any lack of confidence 
in the power of the Church to take ad- 
vantage of those conditions in countries 
in which it has already complete pos- 
session of the field. 


The Archbishop’s mission, according to 
his own report, is “‘ to reorganize Church 
affairs on American lines.” It is not 
wonderful that he should find little in- 
telligent assistance among the priests 
already resident in Luzon. .What is the 
normal condition of things to an Ameri- 
can priest is something beyond concep- 
tion to a priest in Luzon. Accordingly, 
we cannot wonder that an American 
Archbishop should find it highly desira- 
ble “‘to bring in American priests as 
soon as possible.’””’ When he says that 
they will be welcomed by the friars now 
so largely in possession we have to own 
that his information on this subject is at 
least better than ours. That the friars 
are an obstacle to the pacification of the 
islands is, however, commonly assumed 
by everybody who is entitled/to discuss 
the matter. It is assumed that the re- 
peated insurrections of the Filipinos, un- 
der Spanish rule, are most of all trace- 
able to the oppression’ which the friars 
exercised upon them, under the special 
privileges and exemptions which the 
friars enjoyed under Spanish rule. 

That the friars should desire those ex- 
emptions and privileges to be continued 
is a‘ matter of course. Evidently that 
will not.be done. What will probably be 
done will be to treat the lawful titles of 
the friars to their property like any 
other titles, as matters to be respected 
until the Government finds them con- 
trary to that welfare of the people which 
is the supreme law, and then to be re- 
sumed under the right of eminent do- 
main. It is not to be expected that the 
friars will like that. But luckily it ap- 
pears that they have no power except 
what these titles give them, nor any pub- 
lic opinion in their favor except their 
own. The Government can proceed to ex- 
ecute exact justice upon the friars with- 
out fear that the friars will succeed in 
exciting any sedition among a popula- 
tion by which they are bitterly and 
unanimously hated. 





THE FALLING OFF IN EXPORTS OF 
MANUFACTURES, 


The shrinkage in the exports of Ameri- 
can manufactures shown by the Decem- 
ber foreign trade statistics and the pre- 
liminary returns for January is neither 
surprising nor alarming. It was foreseen 
and predicted at least four months ago, 
and every intelligent forecast of the busi- 
ness of 1901 announced that the changed 
conditions in Europé must inevitably be 
reflected in a contraction in the volume 
of our exports of manufactures during 
the present year. A movement in this 
direction was first noticed in November, 
and was still more pronounced in Decem- 
ber. This meant that the “boom” in 
Europe was over, that the artificially 
stimulated consumption was contracting 
to normal proportions, that prices were 
declining, and that in évery market in 
which our goods encountered European 
competition we must look for a stiffer 
fight over each inch of territory captured 
than our recent experience had taught 
us to expect. 


Last year Europe was passing through 
a period of commercial excitement. Her 
resources were failing and the demand 
for finished products was apparently.in- 
satiable. At present the conditions are 
very different. The two divisions of Eu- 
rope which commercially interest us 
most are Great Britain and Germany. 
As to the former, it may be said that the 
general conditions are very unsatisfac- 
tory, and especially so in fron and steel. 
Reports from all parts of the kingdom 
are despondent, and there seems to be 
nothing upon which to base a hope of 
early improvement. Notwithstanding 
the conditions described, which seem to 
be quite general, British works cannot 
bid low enough to secure the important 
municipal orders which are in the mar- 
ket from time to time. The lowest Eng- 
lish bid for the bridges for the Uganda 
Railway was £16 per ton, free on board, 
no port specified. The order was taken 
by the Pencoyd Iron Company, through 
the American Bridge Company, for £10 
6s. per ton, any British port. Quite re- 
cently the corporation of Brighton asked 
for bifis on electric cables, and the order 
was taken by a German firm. So it goes 
daily. The situation could not be much 
worse, and British manufacturérs are 
naturally doing all in their power to re- 
strict American competition to specialties 
in which our labor-saving machinery is 
invincible. In Germany the conditions are 
scarcely more satisfactory than in Great 
Britain. The steel trade is in a condition 
of stagnation. Makers are depending 
chiefly upon export orders, and these are 
taken at’ prices which) admittedly show

never taken place here, but they have 
been made higher, more obstructive, and 
have become more stained with corrup- 
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syndicates, the latter giving an impor- 
tant rebate on what enters into steel to 
fill export orders. 

In these circumstances it might be ex- 
pected that pur exports in the lines 
which last year showed the most con- 
spicuous increase would. this year show 
the greatest relative shrinkage. That 
they have shrunk so little is all that gives 
occasion for surprise. Our current ex~- 
ports-of manufactures are at the rate of 
about $32,500,000 per month, against 
about $35,000,000 per month for Decem- 
ber, January, and February a yea: ago. 
Last year the proportion of manufact- 
ures to total exports was dbout 31 per 
cent.; this year it is about 24% per cent. 
For the seven months ended with Jan- 
uary, 1900, our exports of manufactures 
were valued at $234,301,141. For the 
seven months ended with January, 1901, 
they were $239,564,064. This shows a 
gain for the period of this year covered 
by the comparison, of about $5,000,000; 
but if the comparison is made between 
the three months ended with October, 
1900, and the three months ended with 
January, 1901,‘it will be seen that our 
exports of manufactures have fallen off 
about $7,000,000. The largest single item 
in the losses during January was copper, 
which fell off about a million dollars. 
Mineral oils account for about $700,000 
of the shrinkage; cotton cloth for about 
$600,000, and manufactures of iron and 
steel for about $600,000. A comparison 
of items shows that those have suffered 
least which represent the highest appli- 
cation of skill in their production. Some

The shrinkage !n cotton exports is due 
to the troubles in China; that in refined 
petroleum probdbly to the development 
of the Russian production; that in metal 
working machinery to the depressed con- 
dition of the metal-working induStries, 
following @ period of great activity and 
heavy Importation of improved tools. On 
the whole, the export situation is very 
satisfactory. Any considerable expan- 
sion of our exports under present condi- 
tions would indicate that the great con- 
solidations were unloading their surplus 
on the foreign markets at prices mate- 
nally lower than those at which domes- 
tic consumers are supplied. If much of 
this is done, the demand for the repeal of

“ EDUCATIONAL PROTECTION.” 


This is the phrase used by Mr. HENRY 
NoRMAN to describe the protectionist pol- 
icy pf M. pe Wirrs, the Minister of Fi- 
nance of the Russian Empire. We do not 
know whether it is a term invented by 
Mr. NorMAN or by M. dE WITTE him- 
self. Its meaning is a little obscure, but 
it has relation to one peculiar feature of 
the Russian policy at the present time. 

According to M. DE WITTE, the main 
object of his tariff on imported goods is 
to induce their manufacture within the 
Russian territory with foreign capital, 
and one of the chief advantages he seeks 
in this is the opportunity for Russians 
to learn the various lines of business 
thus developed. He admits that the first 
effect is high prices to the Russian con- 
sumer, and that this is a -bad effect, 
which must be overcome as fast as pos- 
sible. One means of overcoming it that 
is certainly peculiar is the determina- 
tion of prices: by the Government. As 
the Government is the principal cus- 
tomer for many of the industries intro- 
duced, especially those of the metals, 
this can be done. It is thesfundamental 
basis of M. DE WirTtTe’s policy that it 
shall prepare for the earliest removal of 
the artificial barriers to trade. 

In theory this is practically what was 
held by HAMILTON in this country. In 
practice, the removal of the barriers has 


tion within the past four years than they 
ever before were. M. DE WrrTrs may be 
able to be more honest and rational with 
his imperial master’s power behind him 
than the representatives of the people 
have been here. If so, he may get the 
benefits of his forcing process at the 
lowest practicable cost. 

Taking Mr. NOoRMAN’s interpretation 
of the Russian policy, it fs fair to infer 
that what is meant by the, recent ad- 
vance in the tariff on imports from the 
United States is an invitation to foreign 
capital, American or other, to cross the 
Russian border and engage in the pro- 
duction of the things we have been in the 
habit of sending there. Doubtless to 
some extent this invitation will be ac- 
cepted by our industrial capitalists, as 
like invitations already have been in the 
past. But it is clear that it would have 
been much better for this country could 
this particular tariff squabble have been 
avoided, as it might have been by the 


vadoption of the reciprocity: treaty, nego- 
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tiated by Mr. Kasson and the Count 
CASSINI. 

That, unfortunately, is one of the 
measures which the President is pro- 
foundly convinced are good for the Na- 
tion, but which he is utterly unable to 
advance an inch against the stubborn 
and stupid protectionist prejudice of his 
party in the Senate. 





THE PALISADES SITUATION. 


The public will not readily accept the 
current rumors that there is danger that 
the practical plan devised by the exist- 
ing commission to save the Palisades 
from further defacement, and protect 
them for all time, is in danger of failure 
because of lack of interest in the matter 
by the New Jersey lawmakers. It will 
be remembered that the commission has 
secured an option on the quarries where 
the blasting has been going on, and pri- 
vate subscriptions sufficient to purchase 
that property if the States of New Jer- 
sey and New York provide the means to 
complete the scheme of securing the en- 
tire cliff front as public property, and 
that the largest owners of the rest of the 
cliff have agreed to sell on reasonable 
terms. .Last year, when these property 
owners did not fully understand the 
scheme that would be proposed,, they 
asked the New Jersey lawmakers to 
limit the commission to a line 150 feet 
west of the water line, east of which the 
commission could not take title. Now it 
is so evident that the water front is nec- 
essary to the preservation of the beauty 
of this wonderful formation that this op- 
position, save in the case of one owner, is 
withdrawn. What the New Jersey Leg- 
islature is asked to do in the bill before 
the Senate is simply to allow the commis- 
sion to take title to the whole strip be- 
low the cliff if it can obtain this by legal 
means. To refuse this request would be 
to imperil the undertaking that is now 
so near accomplishment. 

Surely, New Jersey cannot be without 
State pride in so widely heralded an en- 
terprise. The cliff is hers, just as other 
natural wonders are the possession of 
the territory in which they are situated. 
Could anything make a New Jersey man 
feel greater humiliation than the an- 
nouncement that this attempt to save 
one of the natural wonders of the world, 
and one of the most beautiful, had failed 
because one private interest feared a 
possible injury? Every influential inhab- 
itant of the State ought to let his repre- 
sentative at Trenton understand that to 
block this scheme now will be felt as a 
personal injury. New York is under- 
stood to be ready to meet the principal 
part of the future expense. It is for New 
Jersey to clear the way. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMZS. 


——By asking what becomes of the stored 
energy when a coiled spring is dissolved in 
the correspondent whose letter we 
published on Sunday raised a most inter- 
esting question, and one which is, we 
think, calculated to test the ingenuity of 
a good many theorizers. Prof. HaLLock 
of Columbia. to whom the problern was sub- 
mitted, answered that the oxidization of 
the coiled spring would be accompanied by 
the evolution of more heat than would 
the oxidization of an uncoiled spring, but 
he cautiously’ added that the excess of 
heat would be ‘“ imperceptible "’"—in other 
words, he offered an undemonstrable ex- 
planation, and he must not be surprised if 
it does not meet with instant and unani- 
mous acceptance. Our own inexpért opin- 
ion is that if the professor’s theory is true 
the excess of heat woy)d not be imperceptl- 
ble, and, on the other hand, that if it is 
imperceptible the theory is not true. To 
speak quite frankly, we incline to the lat- 
ter conclusion, and are not prepared to 
resist the inclination until the professor 
backs up his guess—perhaps ‘‘ hypothesis " 
would be a more respectful term—by the 
results of actual observation. The prob-, 
lem, involving, as it does, the law about 
the conservation of energy, is very far 


from a trivial one, and experiment to de- 
termine just what does happen when the 
coiled spring is dissolved would be well 
worth making. Doubtless we will get other 
letters on the subject—not impossibly as 
many as were brought out by the “ Old 
Man in Doubt.” 

——There is some mystery as to why the 





employés of the Brooklyn elevated roads 
object so strongly to khaki uniforms, but 
it is still mofe mysterious why the com- 
pany insists upon the use of a cloth which, 
while excellent for soldiers exposed to the 
fire of modern rifles, is certainly without 
beauty and lacks several other qualities 
desirable by civilians doing work in this 
climate. Little is left, nowadays, of the 
old hostility to uniforms on the ground 
that they are a “ badge of servitude,” every- 
body except thé least intelligent dema- 
gogues having abandoned that stupid 
theory and accepted the truth that cloth- 
ing should be, or at least may be, adapted 
and specialized according to the nature of 
the wearer’s occupation. So it cannot be 
that the elevated railroad men hate the 
khaki uniforms as uniforms, and it remains 
for the company to prove that its prefer- 
ence for the ugly yellow cloth is reasonable. 
Why is it better than the blue flannel to 
which nobody objects, and which long 
since demonstrated its perfect suitability 
for such services as these men perform? 
The only merit of khaki, so far as we are 
aware, is its tendency to make its wearer 
invisible to distant foes, and it is hard to 
see why it should find favor with 
Brooklyn officials. 
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——Blame for the loss of the Rio de 
Janeiro at the entrance of San Francisco 
Harbor is divided by The Coast Seamen’s 
Journal between the Captain, the pilot, and 
the steamship company in about equal pro- 
portions, but this responsibility it regards 
as a emall matter as compared with that 
for the loss of life which followed an acci- 
dent in a smooth bay, within a stone’s 
throw of an accessible beach, and with 
something like fifteen minutes in which 
to get out the boats. For the fatalities 
that attended this most peculiar wreck, 
The Coast Seamen’s Journal holds the Pa- 
cific Mail Company exclusively and wholly 
resporisible, its theory being that if the 
crew had been composed of white men in- 
stead’ of Chinese, discipline would have 
been preserved and everybody on board 
saved, together, probably, with the mails 
and the most valuable part of the freight. 
“When the Rio struck,” according to this 
authority, “‘the Chjnese became panic- 
stricken and charged about the decks with 
but one thought—that of their own safety. 
They cut at the boats’ falls, and let them 
drop end on; they scrambled into ‘the only 
boat that got away from the vessel, with- 
out oars or rudder, even forgetting to in- 
sert the plug. The master and his officers 
were powerless ta stem the frenzy of the 
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Chinese. Women afid children were left 
to their fate."’ The boiler explosion, which, 
according to some of the survivors, preced- 
ed and was the immediate cause of the 
vessel’s disappearance beneath the surface, 
is conjecturally ascribed to panic among 
the Chinese in the fireroom, and it is stated 
as certain that the crgw did nothing toward 
saving any lives except their own, and 
that they seriously hindered the efforts of 
the white officers. The Coast Seamen’s 
Journal is a “labor organ,’ with a pro- 
fessional horror for Chinese workers in 
general, and for Chinese sailors in par- 
ticular, so its statements must be taken 
with some degree of caution, but the paper 
is usually well informed, and its opinions 
are often worthy of consideration. The em- 
ployment of Chinese crews on vessels 
owned and officered by white men is, of 
course, a measure of economy, and economy 
that results in, or makes possible, disasters 
like this one is hardly judicious or justi- 
fiable. 





——Some irritation seems to be felt in 
Boston because the rest of the world, espe- 
cially New York and London, does not 
give to the Crowninshield yacht quite as 
much consideration as Boston thinks it de- 
serves, but shows a disposition to assumé 
that the ownership of the America’s Cup, 
for the year to come, at least, is to-be de- 
termined by the relative speeds of the 
Herreshoff and Watson boats. ‘'We can 
says The Boston Journal, “ the 
slightly ironical New York comment on 
the name which Mr. Lawson has given 
his cup defender only to the incurable jeal- 
ousy which has ever been aroused in Man- 
hattan by any praiseworthy Boston move.” 
That delusion, ancient as it is, remains as 
amusing as ever, and It would be a real 
calamity, therefore, if Boston should sud- 
denly. become modest enough to realize 
that New York is not tn the slightest de- 
gree jealous of her “ praiseworthy moves,” 
but fs, on the contrary, thoroughly @e- 
lighted whenever it hears about one of 
them. Still, The Journal is quite right 
when it says that eaeh of the three boats 
is entitled to serious and respectful con- 
sideration. That two of them get it can- 
not be doubted anywhere, and perhaps it 
will help to remove Boston's disquietude 
in regard to the amount of attention paid 
to the third if we express the satisfaction 
with which we had noted that it has not 
been deemed necessary, in building the 
Crowninshield yacht, to resort to methods 
of secrecy akin to those habitual with, and 
understandable in, the makers of counter- 
feit money and moonshine whisky. All 
who. desire the privilege are allowed to visit 
the shed in which the Independence is tak- 
ing form, and they are subjected to no 
restrictions so long as they do not inter- 
fere with the movements of the workmen. 
Without quite denying that there are rea- 
sonable excuses for the adoption pf the 
opposite policy, we must say that this one 
seems to us much more in harmony with 
the spirit of what pretends to be dis- 
tinctively the sport of amateurs and gen- 
tlemen. 


PHILHARMONIC PROGRAMMES. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

While I have some hopes thet this, with 
other complaints, may lead the manage- 
ment of the Philharmonic to in some way 
modify the superlatively uninteresting 
programme announced for this week, my 
main hope is that, should you print this, it 
may call forth letters from abler pens and 
open a general discussion of the poor pro- 
grammes and sadly decreased attendance 
at the Philharmonic. 

This week's programme opens with the 
‘** Manfred "’ overture by Schumann, chiefly 
noted as a song composer. Then comes a 
‘cello concerto by d'Albert, noted as a 
piano virtuoso, and scarcely at all as a 
composer. I may say right here that I 
think, with very few exceptions, most con- 
certos at orchestral concerts are simply 
nuisances of no musical value, in which 
the soloist rivals an acrobat in a continuous 
performance, and there is a noisy fraction 
of the audience that always demands, and 
generally ‘gets, an encore from the nimble 


virtuoso. The good concertos seldom em- 
ploy the fufl modern orchestra, and could 
nicely fit ifto Mr. Sam Franko’s concerts 
of archaic music in the little Lyceum 
Theatre. 

Returning to this week's programme we 
next get Beethoven's Eroica Symphony. I 
admire the pluck of one of our best-known 
musical critics who last week called the 
same menos * “ Fifth’"’ hackneyed. I 
can scarcely remember a seas@n in which 
the Philharmonic has not played this sym- 
poone. Beethoven's orchestra is said to 
ave been thirty-five. As far as I can make 
out the Philharmonic plays him with the 
brasses of an orchestra of thirty-five, 
which are most pitifully smothered by the 
rush of all the strings in the “‘ Fathers’ ” 
orchestra of one hundred. Let us treat 
Beethoven reverently; let Mr. Franko play 
him with his little orchestra in the Lyceum, 
and retire him from the vastness of Car- 
negie Hall; or, if he must still be distorted 
there, offer a sacrifice of but one of his 
symphonies a season there—we've had his 
‘*Pastoral’’ already. A well-circularized 
announcement of Tschaikowsky’s.‘* Pathe- 
tic.” as a substitute for the ‘“ Eroica,” 
might fill some*of the predestined empty 
seats on Saturday night, and I’m told there 





are even empty seats at the Friday 
matinées. Perhaps the Tschaikowsky 
“ Variations”’ 


are all yo rae though “ vari- 
ations’’ generally are chiefly acrobatic. 
And now, as a close to this weird pro- 
gramme. we are offered the ideas of one 
Svensden, a Norseman of the “ Carnival in 


Paris’’—a noisy, Philistine companion 
piece to Berlioz’s inevitable ‘‘ Carnival 
Romaine.’”’ I can not remember a Liszt 


selection ‘this year, and his rhapsodies, his 
splendid symphonic poems, his thrilling 

olonaise No. 2, are left idle, while 
d’Albert and Svensden are forced down 
one’s ears. We might have had more of 
Tschaikowsky, the adored of us moderns, 
and there are Borodine and other Russian 
composers, St. Saens, Chabrier, Humper- 
dinck, Goldmark, et al. Some of us even 
are curious to hear Loeffler’s “‘ Tintagales,”’ 
Scharwenka’s ‘‘ Liebesnacht,” and Victor 
Herbert’s ‘‘ Love Scene” for strings.

Another Exhibition by Mr. Sargent’s 


Pupils—Some Advanced Plays— 
An Epoch in “ Realism.” 





When Mr. Sothern and Miss Harned act- 
ed together in “The Adventure of Lady 
Ursula,” at the Lyceum Theatre, the 
beauty and appropriateness of the stage pic- 
tures greatly increased one’s enjoyment 
of the fanciful little play. Sothern, it 
seemed then, had never, with all the pains 
he had always taken in the sent his 
plays, produced so rich and taste pic- 
torial effects. The dining room in Lord 
Hassenden’s town house, for instance, with 
its heavy wainscoting and raftered ceiling, 
its dark corners, its richly spread board, 
and the mellow candle light shining in the 
faces of the roystering officers who were 
his guests, was an absolutely perfect pic- 
ture of its kind. Every candlestick and 
tankard and flask was exactly the right 
thing. <A play of this sort truly’ needs 
such a setting and the most careful and 
artistic treatment on every side. 

““The Adventure of Lard Ursula” is very 
well acted at the Murray Hill Theatre this 
week. Dorothy Donnelly is a comely Ur- 
sula who makes no more attempt at man- 
nishness than Virginia Harned did when 
the heroine pretends to be Walter Bar- 
rington, but dcets with sufficient vigor and 
intelligence and makes her “ points” tell 
well. William Bramwell acts the trans- 
formed woman hater with discretion and 
skill, while Thomas Coleman makes much 
of punctilious Mr. Dent. The other parts 
are in equally good hands. What is more, 
judging from the attitude of the audiences 
which have crowded the theatre, the piece 
serves well enough in Mr. Donnelly’s rep- 


ertory. There is plenty of laughter for its 
lighter scenes. But it is not the best sort 
of piece for a “repertory company,” and 
its fragility requires a good deal of pic- 
torial bolstering up. Anthony Hope’s best 
= is not exhibited as a maker of acting 
plays. 





The advanced pupils of Mr. Sargent’s 
American Academy of the Dramatic Arts 
gave yet another exhibition of their ac- 
quirements at the Empire Theatre vester- 
day afternoon. The director explains that 
the school term will end somewhat earlier 
than usual this year, thus bringing these 
public exercises closer together. The pres- 
ent class seems to contain some more prom- 
ising material than a few of its recent 
predecessors. There is a gratifying pro- 
portion of tall and well-shaped young men. 
So many masculine aspirants for the stage 
are apt to be feeble and undersized. No 
doubt good work is done in this academy. 
It cannot make actors, of course, but it 
has proved the stepping stone to success 
for an already large number of fairly good 
ones. The school, under various names, 
has been continuously in operation for 
more than twenty years. 

Yesterday's programme was made up of 
one-act pieces, and included a little oper- 
etta, book by A. E. Lancaster, music by 
R. O. Jenkins, founded on the Betty Ross 
legend and called “The Birth of the 
Flag.” The piece has four characters, and 
these were taken by George Cooper, Roy 
Atwell, Teresa Toube, and Juliette Atkin- 
son, all promising pupils. Mr. Sargent in- 
tends to give more attention to training for 
operetta next year, perhaps because he be- 
lieves there is a new race of operetta com- 
posers and librettists in sight. Certainly 
new blood is needed to revivify operetta in 
this country. Of the quality of the music 
and the singing in yesterday’s operetta it 
i3 not the province of this column to speak. 

Another item in the bill was “a sketch 
called ‘“* Tennessee,”’ written by C.'B: Lewis, 
who generally signs his name M. Quad. 
I: comprised some dubious dialect and an 
old and conventional story of the. trans- 
formation of a would-be betrayer by the 
power of sentiment expressed im words, It 
sometimes seems amazing how utterly con- 
ventional an unconventional and naturally 
observant writer can be when he under- 
takes to write for the stage. 





“Gentlemen” is a favorite word in the 
dramatization of ‘“‘To Have and To Hold,” 
now on view at the Knickerbocker Theatre. 
The comic fellows who are going to buy 
comic wives for 120 pounds of tobacco 
aplece are often addressed collectively as 
“‘gentletden.” The hero addresses the 
villians, and they, in their turn, address 
the hero and his friends, persistently by 


that appellation. ‘'‘ Gentlemen, gentlemen, 
gentlemen! "’ e word seems to be on 
every one’s lips all the time. Before the 
end of Act II. the audience is tired of the 
word, and longs to hear some one say 
“fellows ”’ or ‘ boys.” 

But, for the reSt, the dialogue of the play 
is good enough, and better than the average 
in melodrama. The appeal of Jocelyn to 
Wyatt is a particularly well-written pas- 
sage, capable of a variety of emotional ex- 
— quite beyond the reach of Isabel 

rving, whose highest flight was in the 
champagne episode of ‘‘ The Bénefit of the 
Doubt.’" Miss Irving is often a picture of 
loveliness. as Jocelyn Leigh, but heroics 
are not in her line. 





The bill changes frequently nowadays at 
th: German playhouse in Irving Place. 
Next month the famous Austrian actress 
Helene Odillon will be there, and her visit 
will be one of the notable artistic inci- 
dents of the season. Meanwhile, farce and 
comedy alternate with the classical Ger- 


man drama, well acted by Herr Conried’s 
gees. company. Last night’s new farce; 
“The Wedding Day,” gives way to-night 
to ‘‘ Gespenster,”’ the German version of 
Ibsen’s ‘“‘ Ghosts.” This revival will be 
particularly acceptable to the admirers of 
the ‘‘advanced” and slightly strumous 
drama whose taste has not been appealed to 
often this vear. No English experiment 
for the “advancement” of this stage in 
this direction is now in operation. 





Talking about the advanced drama, al- 
most the limit of ‘‘ realism’’ seems to be 
reached in “ Les Remplacantes,”’ acted 
lately at the ThéAtre Antoine, in Paris. 
The plot is not worth considering, but the 


purpose is, to express it as politely as pos- 
sible, a vigorous and highly pictorial pro- 
test against bringing up infants ‘“‘ by hand,” 
as Pip's sister expressed it, and also against 
the employment of ‘‘ foster mothers.’’ The 
scene is laid in one of those small French 
villages in which all the women are ex- 
‘pected to support their families by going 
out to nurse. 


OTTO OTTBERT’S BENEFIT. 


Laughable Farce Preceded by a Curtain 
Raiser at Irving Place Theatre. 


Otto Ottbert, the interpreter of ‘“ bon 
vivant ’’ parts at the Irving Place Theatre, 
was greeted with prolonged applause last 
night by his many friends who had gath- 
ered to testify to his popularity at his 
benefit performance. The audience was 
treated to a double bill, consisting of a 
curtain-raiser and a farce, both of which 
were exceedingly well acted. 

The title of the curtain-raiser was ‘‘ Die 
sittliche Forderung,’’ (‘The Moral De- 
mand,’’) by Otto Brich Hartleben, It is a 
conversational pipote, and shows the en- 
deavors of a highly proper merchant to in- 
duce his former sweetheart, who had be- 
come @ notorious music hall singer, to re- 
turn to her family_in 4 small town and to 
become his wife. Hedwig Lange played her 
part with delicacy, and Otto Ottbert was 
sincere, but the audience was not much in 
sympathy with the sentiment of the pis : 

o Der Hochzeltstag,”’ (‘ The edding 
Day,’’) which followed, is an_ uproarious 
saree, in four acts, by Wilhelm Wolters 
and Kénigsbrun-Schaup. It tells the sto 
of a lawyer, who makes a specialty of di- 
vorce cases, but who is very much in love 
with his wife. Epiereeey he forgets that 
this is the anniversary o their wed : 
and the quarrel which ensues*is t 
to a climax by the similarities which he 
discovers between the case of a client and 
his own experience. His wife leaves his 
Rouse, without cause, and his assistant, 
whom he suspects, without cause, chal- 
le him to a duel, but finally a simple 
explanation sets matters — Otto Ott- 
bert was excellent as the lawyer. Marie 
Reichardt was clever as his wife. ustav 
von Seyffertitz kept the audien in a 
continuous roar by his comical portrayal 
of Zierbalg, one of the lawyer’s clients.

HOFMANN THE PIANIST. 


First of His Recitals at Carnegie Hall 
Yesterday. 


Young Josef Hofmann is come again. It 
is just three years ago this month since 
he returned to us after ten years of ab- 
sence, with all the faults and virtues of 
youth, and with them he played the piano 
like a master in embryo. He was as yet im- 
mature. Yesterday afternoon, Hofmann, 








now a young man of twenty-five, but still | 


looking a boy of twenty, appeared here 
again in a@ recital: at Carnegié Hall. The 
auditorium was filled. There was ecstatic 
applause, and at the end of the recital peo- 
ple pushed forward down the aisles and 
crowded around the stage to wateh him 
in the act of playing several encore num- 
bers. So much for the record of the out- 
ward aspect of the concert. But there are 
more weighty matters to discuss. 

When Hofmann was here in 1898, we 
found that since he was a boy of eleven he 
had developed normally; we found that he 
had sustained his claim to consideration as 
a true planoforte genius; we found intelll- 
gence, insight, feeling, even passion, in his 
work, but there was still lacking the calm 
survey, the view from the mountain top, 
the all-embracing vision of the completed 
artist. Yesterday’s recital demonstrated 
that it would be admissible, even just, to 
repeat this estimate of Hofmann now. is 
this, then, a case of arrested development? 


Not at all, Hofmann has developed beauti- 
fully, beyond all possibility of doubt. But 
he still wants certain human experiences 
to open to him the divinest secrets of the 
most significant music. He has not yet 
lived enough, suffered enough, learned 
enough of the vibrations of his own heart- 
strings. He has not yet met with the de- 
monstration of Carlyle’s theorem that 
“there are depths in man that go the 
length of lowest hell, as there are heights 
that reach highest heaven—for are not 
beth heaven and hell made out of him, 
made by him, everlasting miracle and mys- 
tery as he is?” 

It is, then, only in those features of the 
eonception of a composition whieh demand 
human experience that Hofmann has not 
yet made forward strides. In all that is 
purely artistic, purely musical,, purely ex- 
ternal, beautiful in Hine and curve, tn tint 
and shadow, in breadth and peregectes. he 
has justified his early promise. He to-day 
stands further toward the goal of perfect 
artistry than he did three years ago. O* 
the thematic outline, of which even as a 
child he showed intuitive appreciation, he 
is now master. His perfect feeling for the 
symmetry of the melodic curve is the guid- 
ing motive in his playing. It is never 
swerved by the most seductive temptations 
of color trick or pedal witchery. It domi- 
nates at all times. Hence the youth's 
playing is now distinguished by a ravishing 
clarity of utterance. One may wish at 
times for a more melting tone, a more 
luscious timbre, but must be ceaselessly 
grateful for the steady illumination of the 
musical] outline. The most bewildering orna- 
mentation does not deceive Hofmann. He 
seeks out the melody and sings it, some- 
times drily, sometimes sedately, sometithes 
in a shower of notes that shimmer like 
snowflakes, when the dew should be fall- 
ing, but he always does sing it. 

Crisp, cledr, delicate in utterance !s his 
performance. Dynamically it holds itself 
well within the modesty of art. The in- 
strument is never outraged. But there is 
yet a lack of perfect gradation in the dyna- 
mics. There are not enough shades be- 
tween pianissimo and fortissimo. But pro- 
ducing these is largely a matter of feeling, 
and in feeling the youth is still a trifle raw. 
In dash, spirit,.brilliancy, power, he ts a 
master of the keyboard, while in the weav- 
ing of the airy webs of piano forirturi, the 
scintillant showering of the frosty particles 
of the clear upper regions of the scale, he 
is a’ master unsurpassed, almost unegusiea. 

It would be a delight to follow him in 
detail through the whole of yesterday's 

rogramme, but that may not be, His read- 
ng of the customary Bach fugue at the 
beginning was distinguished by the clean- 
cut carving of its polyphony. In the 
Beethoven sonata, the ‘“ Appassionata,’” 
there was a want of subtlety, a sobriety o 
feeling, but musically the work was ex 
quisitely performed, particularly in the 
slow movement, and most of all in the 
lovely exfoliation of its theme, which 
marks the climax of its development. Men~ 
delssohn’s “‘ Spring Song’. was played con< 
-ventionally, and the ‘ Spinnerlied” spun, 
but it was not a lied. The cutting here was 
too clear, and the pedaling not ideal. Schue 
mann’s ‘“ Etudes Symphoniques” the plan 
ist performed in a manner simply masterly. 
Here, indeed, he was at home in a work 
wholly musical and “ claviermassig,” as the 
Germans say. What a pity we have no 
word for that! 

Three Chopin numbers revealed more In- 
sight than any other works on the list. The 
great C sharp minor fantaisie was played 
with affectionate intimacy, though we have 
heard more breadth and power. ‘“ Gretchen 
am Spinnrade”’ and the “ Erlkénig” Hof- 
mann played just as he did three years ago, 
except for the marked improvement in 
touch. Moskowski’s ‘‘ Caprice Espagnole 
gave him an opportunity to dazzle his au- 
dience with a wonderful piece of bravura 
playing. He concluded the recital with two 
disarrangements- of Wagner music. Thev 
were rather better made than most of such 
things are, but, though he played them 
brilliantly. he would better not have played 
them at all. ‘Then began the encore excite- 
ment. Hofmann is soon to be heard again, 
and there will be further opportunity to 
study him.

The token was appropriate because 
the Jacob A. Riis House, as it will here- 
after be called, originated ten .years ago in 
a flower mission started by Mr. Riis and 
carried on by him until it attained such 


roportions that he requeses the King’s 
Boughters to, take it off his hands. 

Mrs. Julian Heath, Chairman of the 
Board of Managers, presided over the cere- 
monies, and among those present were 
Mrs. Margsret Bottome, President of the 
King’s Daughters; Mrs. Josephine Shaw 
Lowell, Bishop Potter. William R. Stewart, 
Prof. Adler, Silas McBee, Charles B. Spahr, 
and Paul Dana, on whose newspaper Mr. 
Riis has been ere for many years, 
mainly as a police reporter.

- Plans of the Great Monument to 
be Submitted. 











Statement of the Park Board’s Head— 
New York Business Men Pledge 
at Least $500,000. 


The design of the architect, Ernest Flagg, 
for the erection of the triumphal arch and 
water gate which the alumni of the United 
States Naval Academy propose to build at 
the Battery, will to-day be submitted to 
Commissioner George C. Clausen. He is 
expected by the committee having the mat- 
ter in charge to approve of the plan. 

The quadriga which is to surmount the 
monument will rise higher than the highest 
point of the Arc de Triomphe in Paris, and 
will be about 70 feet higher than was that 
of the Dewey Arch. The arch will be con- 
structed wholly of marble, is expected to 
cost somewhere between half a million and 
@ milion dollars, and will require, it is 
estimated, about three years in construc- 
tion. 

The committee selected fram the Naval 
Academy alumni, composed of ten men, and 
of which Park Benjamin is the Chairman, 
feels warranted in going on with the pro- 
ject, because of the indorsement it has re- 
ceived from the citizens of New York. 
Men whose word is taken in business cir- 
cles without question have already pledged 


themselves for $500,000. Until the plans 
have progressed further the names of these 
men will not be made public. 

It is certain, the committee asserts, that 
there will be no soliciting for funds either 
of corporations or private citizens now. If, 
when the monument is under way, it is 
found necessary to ask for assistance, the 
committee feels it will have the right to 
eall upon the Federal, State, and Municipal 
Governments. Mayor Van Wyck has al- 
ready been quoted as saying that the money 
needed should be forthcoming for so worthy 
a project. : 

he. erection of the monument is consid- 
ered appropriate and of great value for the 
reception of eminent foreigners, persons of 
high rank. officially, or Americans who 
have won distinction. : 

“We have been receiving our great vis- 
itors on half-decayed piers, and in places 
not calculated to make first impressions 
complimentary to our country,”’ said Mr. 
Benjamin yesterday. ‘“ Not in such a spot 
as would impress a ruler like Emperor 
William, for example.” 

Closely following upon this reason for 
building the arch, in point of importance, 
the restoration of Battery Park .to the 
fame which was once attached fo it is 
given. The proposed monument, with its 
architectural beauty, agd*its opportunities 
for a satisfactory glimpse of the harbor, it 
is expected, will once more make it the 
principal centre of attrattion for those 
who permanently reside here, as well as 
for visitors. 

The project has been under consideration 
since Dec. 14 last. Although the plan has 
no connection whatever with the steps 
which were taken soon after the return of 
Admiral Dewey, for the erection of a naval 
monument, the gong feeling that the 
victories achieved by the navy should be 
commemorated by some suitable memorial, 
which was dominant at that time, led to 
this new plan. [The first meeting at which 
the plan was discussed was a general gath- 
ering of the United States Naval Academy 
Association, held at the University Club.

Chairman Benjamin gave an idea of what 
the memorial will look like, if constructed, 
resterday. It is to be constructed midway 

etween Pier I and the Barge Office. In 
order to get a safe approach for boats: the: 
bottom is to be dredged out a little deeper’ 
than it is at present to the distance of 
about fifteen feet. Just beyond ‘that the 
depth of the water is nearly sixty feet. The 
curve into which boats will glide to enter 
the arch will be about thirty feet deep 
The arch itself, not including the quadriga 
and the statues, is to be 125 feet high. 

The width will be the same. The arch will 
stand well back, about 20 feet from the 
boat landing, and will be approached by 
several short flights of stairs, of marble. 
Surrounding the arch there is to be a plaza, 
confined by a railing, for spectators to 
view the harbor, and provided with a band 
stand. Having passed through the arch and 
across the plaza, the newly landed visitor 
will then pass over a marble-paved walk 
-about 20 feet wide to State Street. Statues 
will line both sides of the way. 

Some of the statues which will adorn the 

de of the arch facing: the harbor and 
acing inland have already been decided 
upon The figures whic adorned the 
Dewey arch suggest them roughly, but 
other subjects will be selected. They will 
include such familiar naval statues as Far- 
ragut, Perry at Lake Erie, John Paul 
Jones, and others equally as appropriate. 
On the interior of the arch the names of 
those who have ge distinguished them- 
selves in the navy will be inscribed, with 

laces left for those who are aiready be- 
lieved to deserve a place there, but whose 
names are not to be added to the list until 
twenty-five years after their death. 

““We do not propose to follow the ex- 
amples of the ancients either in the con- 
struction of the arch itself or in the statu- 
ary adorning it,’’ said Mr. Benjamin. ‘‘ We 
propose to give in the construction of the 
arch future times an idea of what progress 
we of the United States had made in archi- 
tecture and sculpture. Not that the Greeks 
or Romans are to be entirely ignored, but 
our intention is to make it a modern monu- 
ment. 

‘“‘After having conceived the plan of the 
erection of the monument, we wrote to a 
large number of the naval officers and 
asked them for their opinion, among them 
Admiral Dewey. All were highly in favor of 
the plan. 

‘After Mr. “Clausen has approved the 
design we will take it to the Municipal Art 
Commission, which has already signified 
its approval also, for the purpose of get- 
ting its official signature. 

“We will,then be ingorporated so that 
Wwe can legally receive money, and the 
work will then be pushed on. As many of 
the men who will have work to do on the 
arch will be artists, we cannot estimate 
on the time of construction, but we do not 
think that it will take longer than three 
years, 

“We decided on Mr. Flagg as architect, 
because he was clearly—because of his 
special study of the naval spirit—the best 
equipped man for the work. 

‘Park. Commissioner Clausen said last 
night that the idea for the memorial had 
been submitted to him and that in general 
he approved of it. He said, however; that 
when the plans themselves were delivered 
to him there might be some detail to which 
he would offer objection.

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COUNTY COURT HOUSE CHANGES 
Justice Scott of the Building Commit- 


tee Replies to Criticisms. 


In answer to the letter in Tur New 
Yore Times of yesterday, signed “J. M. 
8.," in which the writer made adverse 
comment. on the proposed change in the 
County Court House and incidentally criti- 
cised Horgan & Slattery, the architects who 
are to take charge of the changes, Justice 
Scott, who, with Justices Dugro and Truax, 
is on the Building Committee, which is to 
use $2,000,000 for the changes in the build- 
ing, said: 

“It would certainly be unwise to make 
these alterations if any other course was 
open to us. I have long been in favor of 
the plan of going up town, and at one time 
I proposed that the city purchase a block 
on Gramercy Square and erect a Court 
House there. 

“The original plan for the Hall of Rec- 
ords contemplated a continuous row of pub- 
lic buildings on Chambers Street, clear to 
Broadway, with the Court House at the 
Broadway end and a large municipal build- 
ing in the centre of the block. This was a 
most laudable plan. It is rfectly plain 
that at the present time neither this plan 
nor the proposition for an uptown Court 
House can be considered, as the city is so 
heavily drawn upon for bonds for ail sorts 
of enterprises. The proposed alteration of 
the Court House will, we believe, make it 
tolerably habitable for many years, and 
when it once more becomes inadequate for 
the business of the courts we believe that 
the city will be in a position to build up 
town, Just now I do not believe the law- 
yers or business men would tolerate an 
up-town Court House. 

‘J. M. S.’ has a false impression as to 
how much space in City all Park the 
proposed additions will occupy. The nesv 
additions are not going to cover the whole 
park, as has been implied. People seem to 
forget that in a short time the present 
Register’s Office will be torn down, as well 
as will the engine house at Chambers and 
Centre Streets. 

The alterations do not contemplate long, 
Sweeping wings enveloping the City Hall 
on each side. This is one of the popular 
fallacies. On investigating the reasons for 

exceedingly bad ventilation in the

building, we decided that it was the fault 


of the interior courtrooms. These will be 
done away with and a large central rotun- 
da constructed, with courtrooms on three 
sides. The addition will consist of an ex- 
tension to the south, under which a portico 
will run to accommodate passers-by. While 
these did not make a wholly beautiful 
building, we believe that the new Court 
House will, as well as possible, under the 
circumstances. 

With regard to Messrs. Horgan & Slat- 
tery, it would not be fitting for one in my 
position to criticise them.

r. Slattery, but Mr. Horgan has done 
everything that he could, and in a very ac- 
ceptable manner.”

AMERICAN SMELTING CASE. 


Vice Chancellor, After Hearing Final 
Arguments, Reserves Decision. ~- 


NEWARK, N. J., March 5.--Vice Chan- 
cellor Stevens reserved decision this after- 
noon in the sujt brought to make perma~- 
nent the temporary injunction restraining 
the completion of the proposed consolida- 
tion of the American Refining and Smelting 
Company with the Guggenheim interests. 
Counsel for both sides asked that decision 
be rendered as quickly as possible, so that 
the losing side may get the case early be- 
fore the Court of Brrors. 

When the hearing was resumed this noon, 
counsel for the American Company sub- 
mitted to the Court a statement in reply 
to some of the questions raised by the Vice 
Chancellor. It read in part: 


We understand the Vice Chancellor to put sub- 
Stantially two questions. 

The first is this: May the Directors properly 
issue stock for property, when, in their judg- 
ment, the property is not worth the amount of 
the par of the stock to be issued? In other 
words, if they think the property worth only 
$10,000, may they issue $20,000 of stock because 
the stock is ene and is fairly worth only 
$10,000? In other words, again, does the law of 
New Jersey substantially adopt the rule o 
Handley vs. Stuts, 130 United States, that 
going concern may issue stock for cash or prop- 
erty_at this fair value, instead of the par value 
of the stock? 

We answer this question in the negative, that 
the Directors are not justified under the New Jer- 
sey law, in issuing stock, whether for cash or for 
other property, to an amount at par, greater 
than what, in their judgment, that which they 
are to receive is worth. 

The second question is this: If it is evident 
that the Directors intend to go counter to this 
rule, may equity enjoin them? 

Upon this question, while submittipg that the 
language cited goes far toWard si®*thining a 
negative answer, we doubt that there is large 
recom for doubt. And we submit that the Court 
should not attempt to decide the question, which 
is one of great practical importance, until a case 
shall be presented which shall require it, snd 
that this is not such a case. 

In reply, the Vice Chancellor said he 
thought the statute governing ‘ conscious 
overvaluation as the basis of fraud’’ was 
applicable to this case, 

wyer Samuel Untermyer argued that 
the transaction between the American Com- 
pany and the Guggenheim interests was a 
sound business bargain. Was {tt to be sup- 
posed that the agreement would have been 
entered into if both sides had not been con- 
fident of its advantages? 

‘It is true,” declared Mr. Untermyer, 
“that there are in this State frequent eva- 
sions of the statutes, but there never was a 
case freer from evasions than is this.”’ 

Lawyer Lindabury refuted the conten- 
tion that the proposed arrangement was a 
sound business one, and argued that the 
Directors of the American Company had 
resorted to the boldest evasions of the law. 

‘No arrangement,’’ he said, “‘ can be good 
business that consists of watering stock. If 
this is an attempt to. water stock to the ex- 
tent of $30,000,000, the harm that will result 
is incalculable. Every one knows that the 
statutes of New Jersey have become the 
plaything of Wall Street; that under them, 
on the merest pretext or baldest excuse, fic- 
titious stock is being constantly issued.”’ 

In conclusion, Lawyer Lindabury af- 
firmed that if the American Company's Di- 
rectors had acted in good faith, they had 
exceeded their powers; if in bad faith, they 
had been guilty of fraud. 


STEEL COMBINE AND J. J. HILL. 


The Great Northern Man Has a Scheme 
on Which the Trust Did Not Figure. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., March 5.—The Dispatch 
says: ‘‘ James J. Hill of the Great North- 
ern is said to have a plan regarding the 
development of the iron and steel trust 
which the latter concern hardly figured on, 
and the proposed increase in the Great 
Northern capital stock of $25,000,000 is said 


to have something to do with Mr. Hill's 
schemes. The trust is said to have left 
one portion of its far-reaching plans rather 
carelessly guarded, and it is through this 
entrance that Mr. Hill is expected to come 
in. It was a question of raw material 
for future use. 

‘‘An official declares that Mr. Hill has 
lately secured options on an immense tract 
of mineral lands in Northern Minnesota. 
It is also said that Mr. Hill intends to build 
an immense smelter on the iron range and 
ship his own pig iron east, instead of 
iron ore, in his own boats. 

‘‘A part of this scheme is said to be the 
development of the Crows’ Nest Pass coal 
mines, in which Mr. Hill is deeply inter- 
ested. In the coal regions Mr. Hill can 
make his own coke and ship it to his own 
smelters over his own lines, thereby being 
ene of the Eastern coal and coke 
supply.”

G. J. Chapman and F. M. Wes- 
ton, representing a big coal and iron com- 
pany of Montreal, Canada, have secured 
options on a tract of land comprising 400 
acres. The options are for two weeks. The 
site is on a similar elevation to the land on 
which the Carnegie Company proposed to 
build gigantic tube works at onneaut 
until the scheme was abandoned.

Subscribers to the syndicate organized by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. to underwrite the se- 
curities of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion have been given to understand that 
their subscriptions have been accepted in 
full. There are a few instances where the 


subscribers have been notified that their 
subscriptions havé been cut down or re- 
jected altogether, but there is but a small 
percentage of these. 

There has been no call for funds from the 
syndicate, and it is not thought likely that 
any call will be made,until the amount of 
old steel stocks deposited in exchange’ for 
new reach such proportions ae to insure the 
success of the consolidation. Trust com- 

anies report a large amount of stock com- 
ng in, and there is no doubt expressed 
eoncerning the ultimate success of the 
merger.

He Devoted His Life to the Attempt to 
Found a Flemish Schoo! of Music. 


BRUSSELS, March 5.—Benoit, the distin- 
guished composer, is dead. 





Pierre Léopold Léonard Benott was born 
at Harelbeke, West Paianders, on Aug. 17, 
1834. After studying music with his fa- 
ther he entered the Conservatoire at Brus- 
sels, where he soon showed evidences of 
exceptional talent. He became the favorite 
pupil of Fétis, and while still a student 
was appointed conductor at a theatre and 
wrote the music for several plays and an 


opera which attained a good deal of suc- 
cess. 

In 1857 Benoit won the first prize for 
composition at the Conservatoire, and a 
grant from the Government enabled him ‘to 
make @ tour of the musical centres of Ger- 
many. He continued to compose while on 
his travels, and on his return to Belgium 
produced a Messe Solemnelie, which was 
regarded as a work of the greatest inter- 
est, In 1861 he went to Paris, where he 
was for some time conductor at the Bouffes 
Parisiens. He soon returned to his own 
country, and there started the movement 
with which his name has been chiefly as- 
sociated—that of founding a distinctively 
Flemish school of composition. His agita- 
tion bore fruit, and in 1867 the Flemish 
School of Music was founded in Antwerp 
under the auspices of the city and Belgian 


Governments. Benoit was appointed Di- 
reetor, which post he retained until his 
death. 


Most musical critics regard the dream of 
Benoit’s life as unrealized ~ to the pres- 
ent. They claim that there is little which 
is distinctive about the Flemish school; 
that it is merely a combination of the 
schools of Frahee and Germany. Benoit, 
however, was not to be discouraged, and 
many of his more important works are 
written to Flemish words. The list of his 
compositions is a very long one. It in- 
cludes the oratorios ‘ Lucifer,” ‘“ L’Es- 
caut,”” ‘‘ Le Guerre,’’ the opera “‘ Ita,’’ and 
a large number of cantatas. “ Lucifer” 
was performed at the Albert Hall, London, 
in 1889, but was not received with much 
enthusiasm, 


WALTER FORD DEAD. 


Song Writer and Vaudeville Artist a 
Victim of Consumption. 

Walter Ford, the popular song writer, 
vaudeville artist, and senior member of the 
song-producing firm of Ford & Bratton, 
died last night from consumption at his 
home in Bath Beach. He had collaborated 
with his partner, John W. Bratton, for the 
past ten years, during which period he 


wrote the words to all of the hundred 
songs they have published together, some 
of the best-known ones being ** Sunshine of 
Paradise Alley,’’ ‘‘ Darling Sue,’’ ‘* Isabel,” 
‘“*T Love You in the Same Old Way,” and 
“At the Sound of the Sunset Gun.” He 
also wrote the words to all the songs in- 
troduced in Peter Dailey’s recent farce, 
“Hodge, Podge & Co.”’ 

~ ‘ord’s last appearance in vaudeville 
with his wife was six months ago at Koster 
& Bial’s Music Hall, where they presented 
a clever little travesty. His illness began 
six weeks ago, when he was compelled to 
abandon the stage on account of a severe 
cold, which subsequently developed into 





‘consumption. He was born in Philadelphia, 


and was about forty years old. His wife, 
mother, and father are the only near rela- 
tives who survive him. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


‘Dr. Richard J. Dunglison. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 5.—Dr. Richard 
J. Dunglison, an eminent editor and author 
of many valuable medical works, is dead 
at his home here of dropsy and heart fail- 
ure, superinduced by pneumonia. Dr. 
Dunglison was a sonof Prof. Robley Dun- 
glison of Jefferson Medical College, and 
studied medicine under his father’s direc- 
tion. He was graduated from Jefferson 
College in 1856, anne previously received 
the degree of A. B. from the college de- 
partment of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. He was one of the originators of 
the Philadelphia Medical Times, and was 
the author of ‘“‘ Dunglison’s Medical Dic- 
tionary’ and ‘“ Dunglison’s History of 
Medicines.” 

Dr. Dunglison was in the Federal service 
from 1862 to 1865, as Acting Assistant Sur- 
geon. He was a member and officer in 
many of the leading medical societies cf 
the city and country. He was also As- 
sistant Secretary of the International Med- 
ical Congress, 1876, and Corresponding Sec- 
retary of the Centennigl Medical Commis- 
sion, 1876; was Secretary of the Executive 
Committee of the Ninth International Med- 
ieal Congress at Washington, D. C., Sep- 
tember, 1887, and Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of that congress. 


Ernest K. Hadley. 


Ernest K. Hadley, at one time Speaker of 
the House of Assembly, died at the home 
of his @aughter, Miss Anna Hadley, at 
Mount Vernon, yesterday. He was ninety 
years old. Mr. Hadley was born in Ver- 
mont. He came to New York ‘State when 
a young man and located at Troy. He be- 
gan the practice of law there, and was 
later elected to the Assembly. He served 
three terms. In 1848-9 he was Speaker of 
the House of Assembly. He was originally 
a Whig, and was one of the first dele- 
gates chosen at the Republican convention 
at Saratoga in 1856. Ten years ago Mr. 
Hadley went to live with his daughter.

ANDREW DOUGHERTY’S DEATH. 


His Adventurous Career Before He Be- 
came a Prominent and Success- 
ful Manufacturer. 

Andrew Dougherty, who died Monday at 
his home, 18 East Sixty-fifth Street, was 
not onjy the oldest playing-card manufact- 
urer in the city, but he had some reputa- 
tion as an inventor as well. 

Most of the devices now used for the 
making of cards were of his conception, 
and he was the originator of a paper- 
wetting appliance which the newspapers 
of the country used in preparing their pa- 
per for the press up to the time of the in- 
vention of the web perfeeting press, since 
which time dry paper has been used in- 
stead of dampened sheets as theretofore. 

The early years of Mr. Dougherty’s life 
were eventful ones, and before he settled 
down to steady mercantile pursuits he 
saw much adventurous service on the sea. 
Born in Ireland in 1826, he came to this 
country at the age of nine years with his 
parents. For several years after that he 
was sent to the public schools, obtaining a 
fair rudimentary education. 

Seeing no opportumty of satisfying his 
ambition to get along in the woria at nome, 
he decided when quite a boy to become a 
sailor, and embarked for the arctic seas in 
a whaler. He often told of this first voy- 
age in later years, saying that the craft 
in which he started from home was about 
the size of a steam launch of nowadays. 

Three years elapsed during the cruise. 
Then he returned home and staid awhile 
with his people, after which he set sail 
again. Several more voyages followed, but 
at last, in 1848, the young man grew tired 
of wandering and set up an establishment 
for the manufacture of cards at 48 Ann 
Street. 

From then to the time of his death his 
business steadily increased, until his fac- 
tory, the present site of which is at 80 Cen- 
tre Street, ca™e to be known as one of the 
leading institutions of its class in the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Dougherty was known among his 
friends to be a man of many charitable 
deeds. He was a member of the Catholic 
Club, Brooklyn Library Association, Long 
Island Historical Society, and the Brook- 
lyn Benevolent Society, and a Director of~ 
the American Museum of Natural History. 
He is survived by three sons and one 
daughter. The funeral will take place at 11 
o'clock to-morrow morning from St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral. 


GERMANS OPPOSE ‘TAMMANY. 


Organize a League for Aggressive Work 
in the Coming Campaign. 

The German-American League was or- 
ganized last night in the United Charities 
Building with the avowed intention of 
bringing the German vote to bear in the 
coming fight at the polls against Tammany 
Hall. Nearly 200 delegates, representing 
the 85 Assembly districts, exclusive of dele- 
gates from Queens, were present to elect 
officers and to pass resolutions declaring 
the platform of the organization. 

The stand of the league was defined in 
the address of President Ludwig F. Thoma. 
He said: 

‘*Those citizens who took the most act- 
ive interest in the German movement dur- 
ing the last National campaign considered 
it necessary to keep such interest of the 
New York Germans in our public affairs 
alive in order to prepare forthwith for the 
campaign against Tammany Hall. The pur- 
poses of the German-American League are: 
An energetic campaign against all manner 
of corruption in the administration of our 
public affairs, and an incessant agitation 
for such laws as will accord with the 
spirit of the times and preserve the tnter- 
ests, more especially the personal liberty, 
of all law-abiding citizens. It is hardly to 
be doubted that in the Fall we will have the 
strength of a German army corps, or, at 
least, 30,000 to 36,000 members, to enter the 
campaign.” 

Resolutions were adopted appealing to 
all the citizens of German descent in the city 
to enter into the combat against Tammany 
Hall, and setting forth that the league is 
ready to co-operate with all organizations 
which are honestly prepared to follow the 
same object.

GRIEF OF THE GIRL’S MOTHER 





Slayer of the Actress Writes a Letter 


Indicating His Jealousy and Dis- 
closing His Purpose. 





*T had a pistol in my bosom; they did 
not search me at the station, for I had 
done nothing. But I could have ‘killed him, 


as he did my poor Marie.” 

Sorrow for her dead child and passionate 
regret at a lost Opportunity for swift ven- 
geance were voiced in this outburst of San- 
tina: Magano, the Italian actress, the mur- 
der of whose daughter startled Mulberry 
Street at an early hour yesterday morning. 
A group of sympathizing friends had gath- 
ered in the woman's home, 40 Madison 
Street, to hear again and again the moth- 
er’s story. One of them asked why she 
had not killed the murderer on the spot. 

“Why, why’” she repeated. ‘‘I thought 
only of my child. So young, so beautiful, 
lying there. Why should he kill her, she 
so innocent, who never did any one harm?” 

She crossed the room, took down a guitar 
from the wall where it hung, and broke it 
across her knee. 

“There will be no more music,”” she 
eried; ‘‘no one to play the piano, the gui- 
tar. It will be so still.”’ 

Then she sat down, folded her hands, and 
moaned. 

Some one tried to speak a good word for 
Triola, the man who killed Marie Cirella, 
as she was known on the stage. 

‘“‘He must have loved much to do such a 


thing.” 
**Loved?’’ Mme. Magano’s eyes fiashed 
angrily. ‘‘ Juliano will tell you what kind 


of a man he was. Come here, child.” 

Little Juliano, the dead girl's six-year-old 
sister, stopped playing with a string of 
beads and told how Triola had come to the 
house early one morning, before Marie was 
up, and insisted that the girl come out to 
him and record her love in writing. 

“He say she must write on a piece of 
paper, ‘I love only Triola,’ or he would 
cut her in the face,”’ said the child. *‘ Many 
times he say that. Sister she afraid, and 
she do as he say.” 

Then Mme. Magano declared that Triola’s 
mother, professing only friendship, became 
the bearer of letters to her daughter, in 
which Triola vowed his eternal love; that 
Mme. Triola hid .the letters in books that 
she said she brought for the good of Ma- 
rie's soul. 

She told, too, of one occasion on which 
she returned home and_ surprised Triola, 
who had been forbidden to enter the house. 
He escaped over the adjoining fire escape. 

“But Marie was a chili, then. She did 
not know. Lately she saw what Triola 
was, and she would have nothing to do with 
him. He got a job a month ago to make 
her think he would work for her. Bah! 
lie want her to make a living for him.”’ 

There were three points in Mulberry 
Street yesterday about which all interest 
centred. Villa Umberto, the café and thea- 
tre at 109 Mulberry, first attracted atten- 
tion. It was there that the mother and 
daughter were playing in a six-act piece, 
‘*La Cieca di Sorrento,’’ similar in plot to 
“The Two Orphans.'’ Mme. Magano played 
the blind girl and Marie appeared in the 
part of an Italian peasant girl. From a 
seat in the front row Antonio Triola of 55 
Oliver Street watched the play, leaving 
after each act to drink chianti in the little 
bar in front of the theatre. 

This much of the story told, the crowd 
would glance at the narrow entrance lead- 
ing to the stage, whence at a little after 
midnight, Mme. Magano, Marie, and Cugiel- 
mo Sorrentino started home in the rain. 
[hen the curious ones would walk up.the 
street to the corner Of Bayard, in front of 
he schoolhouse door, where in the shadow 
[friola waited. In the paneling of the door 
1 clean round hole and two dents showed 
the ineffectual attempts of the man’s first 
three shots. : 

Here a second group quickly took the 
place of the first, moving then diagonally 
across the street to the café at No. 83, where 
Triola hid in the cellar till the police 
dragged him out. But few of the Italians 
entered the café. They stood and gazed at 
the little show window, where in a glass 
of water rested a bunch of red and yellow 
‘oses. 

“They belonged to Marie—she carry them 
» the hand in the play,’ said one. 

‘* She 1@t them fall when he shoot,” added 
another. 

The flowers formed the most potent at- 
traction for the women of Mulberry Street. 
To them the sight of the drooping blos- 
soms that the little actress had let fall as 
She dropped to the sidewalk seemed to tell 
the sad story. 


That Triola’s act was premeditated was | 


proved by several letters found in his pos- 
session. One,

When you get this 1 will have murdered Marie 
Magano. She ts seventeen years old and lives at 
40 Madison Street.

! will be arrested after the murder and I will 
ve electrocuted or sent to prison for life. Your 
evoted ANTONTO.

FED A PEDDLER’S HORSE. 


Underhill’s Kindness Almost Led to His 
Being Lynched on the East Side. 
His affection for dumb animals caused 
Silas A,’ Underhill, a lawyer, of 34 Court 
Street, Brooklyn, trouble yesterday in the 
course of a stroll through the east side. 
The lawyer had occasion to.come over to 
Chrystie Street to serve some papers, and 
on the ferryboat he ate a large apple. Fol- 


lowing u long-standing custom of his, he 
placed the peelings’ from the fruit in his 
overcoat pocket. 


At the corner of Division and Chrystie 
Streets he caught sight of a horse belong- 
ing to Samuel Silverman. a peddler of min- 
eral waters, of 54 Division Street. The 
animal, attached to a light wagon, was 
ieaning languidly against an electric light 
poie gazing longingly at a tempting array 
of white, satin-lined coffins neatly ar- 
ranged in the window of an undertaker's 
shop.

Magistrate Flam- 
mer finally got at the facts by asking if 
the horse still lived. The plaintiff admit- 
ted that the horse seemed to be doing well.

Commodore Weston Finds a Man Con- 
cealed Next to His Sleeping Room. 


Charles Garez, a Brazilian, who has fig- 
ured in several escapades which have en- 
tangled him with the police of the Tender- 
loin, was arrested yesterday morning and 
arraigned before Magistrate Deuel in the 
Jefferson Market Court, where he was held 
in $2,000 bail for trial. He is charged with 
enacting the réle of ‘ Peeping Tom” in 
the Waldorf-Astoria. 

He was taken into custody early yesterday 
morning by Detective Kennedy of the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, after having been found con- 
cealed in a closet adjoining the sleeping 
apartment of Commodore and Mrs. Edwin 
Weston of Newark, N. J., on the second 


floor. Mrs. Weston, hearing a noise in the 
closet at 3:45 o’clock, awakened her _ hus- 
band,- who, upon; opening the door, found 
Garez calmly. seated on a gilt chair. He 
could not explain: what he was doing there, 

Magistrate Deuel ordered a charge of 
burglary to be made against him. The 
police say that he did not go into the hotel 
to steal. Garez dresses well and could easily 
pass unnoticed in the corridors of the hotel, 
where it is supposed he saw Mrs. Weston, 
learned the location of her apartment, and 
secreted himself in the closet, while Mr. 
and Mrs. Weston were out. He had nets 
on him belonging to the guests of the hotel. 

Garéz first became known to the police 
last November, when early one morning he 
ran into the West Thirty-seventh Police 
Station half dressed and claimed he had 
been robbed by a badger game worked on 
him in the flathouse at 2459 West Thirty- 
ninth Street. Diamonds to the value of 
$6,000, he said, were stolen from him. The 
gapnoned thieves were caught in Phila- 
delphia, brought back to this city, and on 
Garez’s evidence were sentenced to im- 
prisonment. 

He was next heard of in the newspapers, 
when he jumped trom a steamship which 
had just Jé@ft her dock in Jersey City bound 
for Brazil, Garez swam 4o the pier and 
was hauled ashore. He said he had changed 
his mind,about salling. 

On Feb, 10 last Policeman Joseph Waller- 
san, on his complaint, brought Mrs. Maud 
Hayne of 306 West Twenty-second Street 
to the Tenderloin Station, whom Garez ac- 
cused of being implicated in the robbery on 
Thirty-ninth Street. Mrs. Hayne proved to 
Sergt. Carson's satisfaction that she was 
respectable, and made a countercharge 
against Garez for annoying her. He was 
fined $10 in Jefferson Market Court for 
that offense. Other women have complained 
to the Tenderloin police of being molested 
by a man answering Garez’s description. 

Garez told Magistrate Deuel yesterday 
that he had been in nearly every room in 
the hotel looking for an unoccupied apart- 
ment where he might sleep. He gives his 
residence as 162 Prince Street. 


LIVED ON BREAD AND COFFEE.

Five Seamen Claim Extra Pay Because 
the Food Ran Short. 

Because they had been compelled to sub- 

sist for seven days on coffee and bread, 
five able-bodied seamen of the crew of the 
Ameériéan bark Virginia appeared before 
Shipping Commissioner Dickey yesterday 


and made a claim for extra compensation. 
The Virginia was one month overdue when 
she arrived Sunday. During the weather- 
ing of the gales the larder of the vessel, 
which consisted of potatoes, canned goods, 
and other foods, ran short. 

It was one week before the termination 
of the voyage, and the skipper, Capt. 
W. Cates, on investigation, found that for 
one week coffee and bread in scant quan- 
titles were all that could be given the crew. 
The crew continued work, but when they 
arrived in this city they decided that extra 
money was due them, 

The five seamen, Chester Wilson, Pete 
Andersen, John Stevenson, Christ Peter- 
sen, and Philip Lanquist, invoked the aid 
of the marine branch of the Legal Aid So- 





ciety. A lawyer was detailed on the case, 
who, with the complainants in tow, ap- 
peared before Commissioner Dickey. The 


Commissioner awarded damages to the ex- 
tent of $1 a day during the period of 
semi-starvation to the able-bodied quintet. 

Capt. Cates, when the case was decided 
against him, cheerfully paid the men the 
extra $7 awarded them. 





HIT HIS NURSE WITH A HAMMER. 


Child’s Attendant Sued for $5,000 Dam- 
ages, but Got Nothing. 


Because Philip Pziser, five years old, hit 
his nurse, Rosie Frankel, with a hammer, 
his father, Abraham Pziser, was the de- 
fendant in an action for $5,000 damages, 
which was tried before Justice Clarke in 


the Supreme Court yesterday. The girl's 
contention was that Abraham Pziser fol- 
lowed up the assault made by the lad. To 
quote the complaint, he ‘struck, bruised, 
and beat the plaintiff to such an extent 
that she was sick, sore, and bruised.”

Trust. 

Yesterday’s official action disclosed 
that forecasts of increased and extra 
dividends upon Sugar Trust stock had 
been falsehoods, and an officer of the 
Amalgamated Copper Company refutes 
the announcement-that the copper war is 
settled. Both in Sugar and. Copper 
Trusts insiders have been selling stock 
largely throughout the buoyanty récent- 
ly brought about by manipulation and 
false reports. 





Sentiment generally is bullish and com- 
mission house buying is well distributed. 
The short interest has been much dimin- 
ished. Indeed, many stocks which were 
most under pressure by the small traders 
of the Street a fortnight ago are now be- 
ing ardently bulled by the same. group 
of speculators who, having covered their 
shorts, follow their’ former pessimistic 
outbursts with predictions of all manner 
of splendid developments.

1,000 times the value of the revenue stamps on 
the conveyance should therefore show the true 
consideration:

McCullagh Says Those Who Have Paid 
Tribute to the Tammany Ring Are 
Clamoring for Protection. 





Justice William Travis Jerome sat as a 
Magistrate yesterday in the library of the 
Criminal Court Building and heard evi- 
dence in the cases of William Lewis, Ar- 


thur Moore, and William Campbell, who 
were arrested on Monday at ‘ The” Al- 
len’'s West Side Club, 80 Sixth Ave- 
nuc, as poolroom operators in the 


raid made by Capt. Chapman at the insti- 
gation of Robert Grier Monroe, counsel for 
the Committee of Fifteen, and John Mc- 
Cullagh, State Superintendent of Elections, 
who is the committee’s chief detective 
agent. Moore says he is a telegraph op- 
erator of 2,182 Eighth Avenue, Lewis was 
recorded as a clerk of 64 Morton Street, 
and Campbell also as a clerk of 31144 West 
Twenty-fourth Street. 

The witness in the case was George P. 
Hammond, a clerk in the office of Frank 
Moss, who has been getting evidence for 
Supt. McCullagh for the Committee of Fif- 
teen. He said that he visited Allen's last 
Saturday, and was scrutinized by one of 
the pickets, who passed him through a 
restaurant, whence he went up stairs. He 
found blackboards, racing cards, and other 
paraphernalia of a poolroom, and wagered 
$2 on a horse, Miss Charlie, at odds of 
3 to 1. He won. In paying and receiving 
the money he did not see who handled it, 
as it was passed through a slit in the win- 
dow. Moore, Lewis, gnd Campbell posted 
bets and called the odds. Justice Jerome 
decided to hold the prisoners for trial. Bail 
in $1,500 was furnished for each. 

Neither Supt. McCullagh nor Capt. 
man was at the examination. Supt. 
Cullagh in talking of the arrests made 
light of them, as if he considered them 
trivial incidents compared with what might 
happen in the near future. 

“The action taken: by me,” he said, 
“came in the regular course of business, 
and my duties under the direction of the 
committee. Of course, I cannot talk of 
plans. The warrants yesterday were jumped 
on me. I had fifteen minutes for action. 
This may be the case any day. So far I 
think I have done very well.

I am 
disposed to believe that many of the hang- 
ers on have already gone away because of 
a cessation of the crimes I have mentioned. 
Some of the gamblers have gone, too, but 
the others remain to look ‘after their in- 
vestments and to see what the combine 
can do for them.”

LROOKLYN GAS STOCK SUIT. 


Action to Recover the Value of 7,202 
Shares Argued Before the Ap- 


pellate Division. 

The case of William J. Logan against 
John W. Simpson et al. was argued yes- 
terday afternoon before the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court. Decision was 








| reserved. 


The case grows out of the consolidation 
in 1895 of certain Brooklyn gas companies. 
The plaintiff sued to recover the value of 
7,202 shares of Brooklyn Union Gas Light 
Company stock that he had placed in the 
hands of the defendant, and which they 
used in effecting the consolidation. The de- 
fendants included the firm of Moore & 
Schley and the executor of the late John 
G. Moore, with Henry H. Rogers, William 


Rockefeller, E. C. Benedict, and _ others. 
Mr. Benedict was present at the hearing. 
He had counterclaims against the other 
parties to the action, which were dismissed. 
The case was tried before ex-Judge Will- 
iam G. Choate, who adjudged that the com- 
plaint be dismissed. 

William B. Hornblower, who appeared 
for the plaintiff, argued that the syndicate 
agreement was a mere sham, and said that 
the plaintiff was at least entitled to have 
the transaction rescinded, and the equiva- 
lent of his stock returned to him. He said 
that Mr. Logan had refused to take the 
amount of stock offered to him, and said 
that the money represented had lain idle 
all these years. He also said, referring to 
the men in the syndicate: 

“In plain language, they robbed Mr. 
Logan of over $1,000,000. That is strong 
language to use in connection with men so 
well known in this community, but it has 
come to be the case that some of these syn- 
dicates engage in transactions which can- 
not be described in any other way.” 

John L. Hill appeared for Mr. Benedict. 
He attacked the operations of the syndi- 
cate, but declared that Mr. Logan had no 
right to the profits that he claimed. 

Thomas Thacher appeared for the defend- 
ants other than Mr. Benedict. He argued 
that no contract was made, as claimed, 
and that the testimony failed to prove 
fraud. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


NEGLIGENCE EQUIVALENT TO INTENTIONAL 
MiscHIEeFr.—‘* The car was going at the rate 
of twenty-five miles an hour, and I was 
asleep.’’ This was the testimony of the 
motorman of a car on the trial, in Orange 
County, of a suit brought by Gilbert E. 
Mapes against the Union Railway Company 
to recover damages for personal injuries. 
It appeared that Mapes was driving a wag- 
on, the back and sidés of which were in- 
closed, at about 5 o’clock on a November 
morning along the Southern Boulevard, in 
this city. In the middle of thé street, 
which is sixty feet wide, the company 
maintained its railroad tracks. In order to 


avoid a pile of building materials extending 
along the street about 100 feet, Mapes, 
without looking for approaching cars, drove 
upon the tracks, and when half way along 
the pile heard a noise. Looking behind, he 
saw a car approaching at a distance of less 
than twenty feet, approaching batt He 
endeavored to get out cf the way, but fafled 
to do so. The car, which was on a’ down 
grade, ran violently into the wagon. It 
was the motorman of this car who gave the 
testimony quoted. The dismissal of the 
Seaeeiet on the trial has been reversed 
by the Appellate Division, in Brooklyn, the 
court holding, in an opinion by Presiding 
Justice Goodrich, Justice Jenks dissenting, 
that the question whether the plaintiff ex- 
ercised ordinary care should have been 
submitted to the jury. The court said that 
even if Mapes did not establish freedom 
from negligence on his rt, the evidence 
showed such an utter absence of all care 
and diligence on the part of the et age 
motorman as would not be excused by t 

peng engl negligence, it being a question 

‘or the jury whether such gross negligence 
on the part of the defendant's motorman 
was not equivalent to intentional mischief.
